AN UNSATISFACTORY REPORT 


HE fundamental cause of the dissatisfaction within the membership of 

the RIBA has been referred to very fully in these columns. In essence 
it lies in the Council’s delegation, to a committee virtually controlled by 
schoolmasters, of all decisions concerning the number and quality of new 
entrants to the profession. As a result, first the schools and then the profession 
itself have become grossly inflated. The new entrant, starry-eyed from the 
studio, has quickly been forced to recognise that he must start to learn a 
profession of which he had been misled into believing himself a master; 
and, more slowly, it has been borne upon him that his hopes of obtaining 
the position and recognition he thought his right were all too false. 

When mismanagement of finances at the Institute caused increases in sub- 
scriptions, these festering frustrations found a ready focus. The Council and 
the Institute’s Honorary Officers were, not without reason, severely castigated. 
The radical fault, it was decided, was not with them nor those who elected 
them, but with the means of election. A Constitutional Committee was created; 
initially its task was to review the structure and finances of the Institute, but 
these broad terms were subsequently redefined (by the Council) so to leave 
financial affairs to those best qualified to execute them and to limit the scope 
of the Committee’s recommendations on constitutional matters to the methods 
of election on appointment of the Council. 

Analysis of recent history hardly predisposes towards an enthusiastic 
reception of the Committee’s reports, the second and latest of which, sum- 
marised in last week’s issue and given in full this week, was roundly con- 
demned by implication in an article by Mr. LEoNaRD Howitt which happened 
to be published last week between the same covers. That the constitution 
of the Institute needs revision is unquestioned; the Committee’s blinkered 
fidgeting with the numbers of the Council and with the delineation of those 
members of the Institute best qualified residentially to vote for each is little 
short of exasperating, more particularly so when the Committee creates 
amorphous *‘ regions” and then demonstrates that they are quite unnecessary: 
when it flouts its terms of reference which admit the right of Allied Societies 
to organise their own ballots (the Committee would have such work done in 
Portland-place); when it assumes that independent Allied Societies will fall 
in with all its proposals; and when (though there may be extenuating circum- 
stances) it talks of premises as ‘ liabilities.” 

The report, we are assured, is but the first part of a larger document; 
the remainder will be put before us within a month. The RIBA Council, 
undaunted, have swallowed and digested it whole. Without waiting for the 
second part they are, in the words of Mr. RICHARD SHEPPARD, *‘ committed to 
putting the principles into effect.’ 





THE CASE FOR THE CLASSICAL TRADITION 


HE meeting room at the RIBA is not unused to controversy in these days, 
but we wish that it were more often of the kind that was heard there last 


week. Under the non-committal title * Early Industrial Architecture,” Mr. 
BRYAN Harvey made a challenging case for building in the classical tradition, 
in the simple and robust form that it took in this country in the 19th century. 
His paper is reported on pp. 728-729. This is a field of research in which the 
very terms in common use can mean different things to different people, and 
it Was not surprising that the speaker met some disagreement. He must have 
expected to draw the fire of Mr. de Maré, for example, whose delightful photo- 
graphs illustrated both Mr. J. M. Richards’ recent work, ‘ The Functional 
fradition, and Mr. Harvey’s paper. What do we mean by the ‘ classical’ in 
architecture? Some think that Gothic, at its best, reached a * classical’ 
purity of form. Mr. Harvey dismisses it as a regrettable aberration. Some 
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critics see a ‘ classical’ quality in the work of Mies van der Rohe, which others 


find mechanical and inhuman. 


We are too much bedevilled to be able to 


distinguish the true from the false with any certainty; but we are just beginning 
to leave the 19th century far enough behind to be able to see the * Battle 


of the Styles’ in a new light. 


Mr. Harvey, a welcome protagonist in the architectural arena, explained how 
the Georgian system of design, based on Palladian models and Greek propor- 
tions, became non-U, precisely because it was elastic enough, in the hands of 
the local builder or of a genius like Telford, to serve the practical needs of 
the industrial revolution. The subsequent history of classical design in this 
country, in the work of such Victorians as Cockerell and Pennethorne, in the 
later buildings of Shaw, and in the hands of Lutyens, Rickards, Curtis Green, 


Vincent Harris and others, will provide material for future students. 


It is a 


remarkable fact that today there is left only a tiny minority of architects able 
and willing to accept the classical discipline. The * alternative convention,’ as 
Sir Kenneth Clark has called it in another context, has for the time being almost 
swept the drawing board, and it is salutary to be reminded by a thoughtful 


layman that the current 


preoccupation 


with structure, ‘function’ and 


emotional appeal may prove to be no more lasting as the mainspring of archi- 
tecture, now, than it was in the middle ages. The issues raised by Mr. Harvey 
are already being acknowledged, and upon the answers the future course of 


architecture depends.

Mr. Spence was immensely impressed 
with what he saw of the African Con- 
tinent—by the vastness of its scale, its 
rock and mountain formations, its 
wonderful wild animals. This background, 
he believes, can provide a tremendous 
potential for a real African architecture. 
The President was struck by the high 
standard of architectural education in the 
university schools in South Africa. He 
was not, however, at all favourably im- 
pressed with the reception given to new 
ideas in architecture by the South African 
public. He took this point up in the 
numerous broadcast talks he was called 
upon to make in the course of the tour, 


It is a healthy sign that the RIBA should set the scene 


when he appealed to the public to give 
their young architects a chance, and not 
to tell them how they should do their 
job. He was aided in this by the very 
good Press he was given not only in South 
Africa but throughout his tour. 

Some of the interest in and importance 
attached to architecture by official sources 
was shown by the receptions given to him 
and his narty by the Governors-General 
of Uganda and Kenya, the High Commis- 
sioner in Cape Town and the deputy 
Governor - General in Ghana _ (the 
Governor-General being away at the 
time). 

Mr. Spence found a wide interest in 
the progress of the new Coventry 
Cathedral, of which he is the architect, 
and he was asked on several occasions to 
give talks on this. 

In Africa generally there are still, Mr. 
Spence believes, opportunities for British 
architects. In Ghana he found * enormous 
activity” in building and construction, 
and the country’s five-year-plan, which is 
cue to start soon, ought to provide oppor- 
tunities for architects trained in this 
country. 


Repair of Ancient Buildings

AN INTERESTING and well produced 
booklet under this title, which records 
both its past progress and future aspira- 
tions has been produced for its members 
by the Nationa! Federation of Building 
Trades Operatives. In a foreword Sir 
Richard Coppock, the NFBTO’s general 
secretary, comments as follows on the 
Federation’s achievements over the years: 
‘The gains recorded in this little book 
have been secured without one hour's 
stcppage of work. This indeed is mili- 
tancy in action: it is victory without tears, 
advancement without penalty.’ 

The booklet records that, from 1945 up 
to the end of last year, the operatives have 
secured no less than 21 rises in wages; 
craftsmen have gained 2s. 6d. an hour 
and labourers 2s. 44d. In the same period 
the holidays-with-pay scheme has become 
firmly established. Looking to the future, 
the booklet makes it clear that the shorter 
working week is to be the Federation’s 
prime aim. On this object, the booklet 
makes one of the very few departures 
from its commendable freedom from doc- 
trinaire thinking and party politics. Stat- 
ing that the claim is particularly urgent 
now * when unemployment has set in and 
is growing, the booklet makes the con- 
tentious claim that the Government is 
‘definitely planning for unemployment.’ 

On demarcation disputes the booklet is 
much more forward-looking: * The prob- 
lem of who is to handle this, that or the 
other material; or who is to handle this 
or that job will become as dead as the 
dodo. If the Unions fail to settle their 
own problems by common consultation 
among themselves they may find them 
settled in a way out of conformity with 
their own interests. The second half of 
the 20th century must be tackled with 
tools appropriate to the age....’ Here is 
wisdom indeed that should benefit not 
only the operatives but the whole of the 
industry, not to mention its clients who 
pay the bills.

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MOTORWAYS 
Statement by the Royal Fine Arts 
Commission 


INCE the programme of new Motor- 
ways was initiated in 1954, the Royal 
Fine Art Commission has been anxious 
that everything possible shall be done to 
ensure that the relationship of the motor- 
ways to the landscape through which they 
pass, and their appearance in every other 
way, are really satisfactory. In the Com- 
mission’s view they should not only be 
laid out and designed in such a way as 
to preserve existing amenities, whether 
in town or country; they should create 
opportunities for landscape improvement 
and urban renewal, and should in them- 
selves be first-class examples of design. 
For this reason it is essential, in the Com- 
mission’s view, that landscape consul- 
tants should be appointed to work with 
the engineers from the outset. Good 
landscape design consists of more than 
the judicious planting of trees and shrubs 
after the motorway has been built. 


It was, therefore, with satisfaction that 
the Commission learned of the decision 
taken by the Minister of Transport and 
Civil Aviation in 1955 to appoint a 
special Committee to advise him on the 
landscape treatment of trunk roads in 
England and Wales. Unfortunately this 
Committee was not appointed in time to 
advise from the beginning on the first 
section of the London-Yorkshire motor- 
way. Here the care with which the tech- 
nical engineering aspects of the project 
have been studied has not been matched 
by similar care in relating the road to the 
landscape through which it passes. The 
Commission understands that the Com- 
mittee has been consulted on subsequent 
projects, though not hitherto before 
major decisions on alignment have been 
taken. The Commission hopes that the 
Committee will be consulted in future at 
the earliest possible stage, and that steps 
will be taken with their advice to ensure 
specialist collaboration from the outset 
on individual projects. 


Treatment of Urban Motorways 


No less important, in the Commission’s 
view, is the treatment of the new urban 
motorways. American experience shows 
that if they are conceived solely in 
engineering terms they can be destruc- 
tive on an enormous scale of urban 
values, both financial and aesthetic. On 
the other hand, if imaginatively 
integrated with urban renewal they can 
greatly enhance those values. But for this 
to be achieved, collaboration from the 
start with architect-planners is vital. 


The Minister has recently taken the 
initiative in setting up study groups in 
the more densely populated areas, to plan 
local road improvements, including 
motorways, and to suggest priorities for 
carrying out the work. In the Commis- 
sion’s view it is important that these 
groups should include suitably qualified 
architect-planners, and it has supported 
the Royal Institute of British Architects 
in their recent approach to the Minister

The Commission understands, 
however, that the Minister of Transport 
and the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government are reminding local authori- 
ties concerned of the importance of 
including architectural representation. 

The Commission is that 
these are matters on which a clear lead 
should be given The outlook and 
achievements of this country in_ this 
generation will be judged in no small 
measure by its major engineering works. 
It would be a grave indictment of the 
way the present opportunity is being 
handled if our new motorways fell short 
in any respect of the highest standards 
of which we are capable

2—WANDERINGS IN WESSEX 
MY next port of call was the lovely old 

town of Winchester, where I had 
arranged to see another old friend, A. L. 
Roberts, a stalwart of the Central Panels 
Committee of the CPRE with whom I have 
served for many years. He is very absorbed 
in this work and had much to tell me of the 
workings of the panels, but another archi- 
tect in the town whom I met and who serves 
on one of the panels was not so sure about 
their usefulness and reported that in his 
experience their recommendations were not 
by any means always accepted. 

One of the happiest recollections of my 
visit to Winchester was my meeting with 
W. J. Carpenter Turner, an architect 
trained at the AA in Howard Robertson’s 
day, and now happily running a general 
practice, with a young partner coming up, 
one of his principal commissions being the 
care of the cathedral fabric, about which 
his knowledge is profound. He was a most 
charming and informative guide who 
showed me much in Winchester that I might 
have missed, including his own delightful 
home in the Cathedral-square—an old 
house which had probably been part of a 
monastery in earlier days. (His wife, | am 
sure, would know about this, for she is a 
very human historian with a flair for many 
other social interests as well.) 1 would 
dearly have liked to have had time to stay 
and sketch his charming stone-vaulted 
living room and the walled garden, 
medieval in character with its paving and 
close view of the cathedral. I can imagine 


how beautiful it must be in summer when 
the garden is full of the old world flowers 
and tree roses which they cultivate. 

But the highlight of the day for me was a 
visit to a magnificent barn with a wonderful 
hammerbeam roof of about 1360 which 
Turner is renovating. He had excavated the 





floor to the original level, the outside 
ground having risen three feet over the 
years, and he has had to excavate the out- 
side as well and in doing so has discovered 
the old moulded bases. I went up into the 
roof which is thirty feet to the beam and 
was fascinated to see the construction, both 
old and new. They had to cut down a 
special tree to get one beam about 13 in. by 
12 in. and 30 ft. long. The foreman was a 
man after my own heart—a fine, handsome 
fellow, working away on the high-up 
staging, utterly absorbed in his work. | 
felt | was among the medievals ! Even the 
modern workmen marvelled at the skill of 
the old in constructing the original roof 
and could not think how they had got it into 
position. As we descended the ladder | 
felt | had had a thrilling experience and 
came away full of admiration for Turner 
and the skill of the men working under 
him. 


A Gracious Building 


Of the newly designed buildings to be 
seen in Winchester | confess to admiring 
most the new building for Barclays Bank by 
Curtis Green, Son & Lloyd. It is tradi- 
tional to the last degree, but exquisitely 
proportioned and detailed, with beautiful 
stonework and perfect brickwork. I cannot 
think of a modern building that would 
have been equally gracious in such sur- 
roundings. The new Council Offices, on 
the other hand, disappointed me and 
reminded me rather sharply that traditional 
building cannot afford to be less than 
perfect. But it was approved by the Royal 
Fine Art Commission, so who am I to 
quibble ? 

I left Winchester very reluctantly and 
regretting that I could not spare the time 
to stay and browse at leisure. It will be 
near the top of the list of 
places | hope one day to 
revisit. 

A short halt in Petersfield 
gave me an opportunity of 
meeting Euston Salaman and 
his young partners who are 
running what I regard as 
probably the typical country 
practice. They told me that 
the office can run about a 
hundred jobs a year, mostly 
domestic and including quite 
small alteration work. News 
of the Advisory Panels was 
again not very good, and | 
was told that out of a hundred 
schemes put before the local 
panel, only three had been 
done by architects. 

This was a very pleasant 
visit for me for Salaman 
obviously enjoyed every min- 
ute of his work. lam sure he 
must have been itching to get 
back to the drawings on his 
board despite our interesting 
discussion, and I am willing 
to wager that this is exactly 
what he did the minute I was

gone. He told me that he brought on his 
staff from young men who grew up in his 
office and I had no doubt that they would 
receive a 


sound and most interesting 
training. 
Petersfield itself is the typical small 


country town, suffering like its fellows from 
the overlay of uniformity imposed by the 
multiple shops on its street fagades. It has 
a good market square and as the market 
was in full swing when I was there, parking 
in the town was a major problem. I looked 
in on an antique dealer who was pleased to 
show me round his shop which contained a 
very fine collection. A small Empire table 
which I admired, priced at £120, showed 
that he had his customers. 


Next, to Portsmouth 


Next, to Portsmouth to see what happens 
there. This is a big town with no centre to 
speak of ; bits of new building are pushed 
into bits of old, whilst more bits of old hold 
others up. It is difficult to find any re- 
lationship between the different parts of the 
town and I felt a general sense of poverty 
about the place. The only big new building 
which stood up to face the world was the 
Telephone Exchange built by the Ministry 
of Works. I spent a very interesting after- 
noon with Peter McG. Corsar, a thorough, 
conscientious and hard-working architect 
who takes his profession very seriously. He 
told me of their local troubles, one of the 
chief being the work done by the Admiralty 
which is generally indifferent. They have 
done their best to get attention for their 
views in high places, but the story he had 
to tell was a most discouraging one, and I 
felt that here was certainly a case where 
provincial opinion warranted a more sym- 


pathetic hearing in London than it 
apparently gets. We discussed also the 
possibility of work for the speculative 


builder, but here the problem of fees rears 
its ugly head. Not all architect/builder 
collaborations can achieve the level of the 
Lyons/Span enterprise, and in places like 
Portsmouth the speculative builder does 
not think far beyond the sort of design he 
can get by handing out pin-money in small 
portions to assistants in local authority 
offices. 

A tour of the town, with Corsar as my 
able guide, revealed many ancient land- 
marks, and the fine green waterfront is 
much to be admired. Tea at the Yacht 
Club gave me the chance of seeing inside 
this very fine building which overlooks the 
sea, with its many paintings of Nelson and 
the ships of his time, testimony of his place 
in the hearts of the men of the British Navy. 
1 was taken over Berry Webber's new 
addition to the Town Hall consisting, 
among other things, of a fine multi-purpose 
concert hall-cum-banqueting _ hall-cum- 
dance floor and a luxurious council suite 
and mayor’s parlour. This building is 
shortly to be opened by the Queen. 

But this was not enough to change my 
view that I would like to see better things 
in store for Portsmouth which is, after all, 
about as near to home as the British sailor 
can hope for on dry land. 


| had now been away from London four 
or five days and it began to seem a long 
way off. 1 was beginning to get the feel of 
these country practices and to get a glimpse 
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into their problems, and I wanted to know 
more. I had arranged to go on from 
Portsmouth to Southampton where Alan 
A. Haggar had made most helpful and 
efficient arrangements for me. A young 
Liverpool-trained architect friend of his, 
Robert Shaw, once an assistant in his 
office and now ploughing the hard furrow 
of establishing himself in practice on his 
own, gave up his morning to showing me all 
the new work in and around Southampton 
with its fine old churches and city wall. 
Most of the big work has been done either 
by the City Architect’s Department or by 
London architects, often commissioned by 
one of the multiple firms who are buying 
up the land. Some of the work is good, 
much of it unremarkable, but generally 
there is a better sense of cohesion and 
planning than in Portsmouth, although the 
street architecture is pretentious and un- 
related and there is a feeling of striving to 
go one better than one’s neighbour. The 
same fundamental lack of good manners in 
street design is to be seen here as in so 
many of our towns. 


in Opportunity Missed 


When | looked across at the distant 
harbour with its ships and bond houses and 
cranes—all the liveliness of a port—lI felt 
that an opportunity was being missed in 
that none of this was echoed in the town 
itself. Even the docks are being shut off 
from view. When will our maritime 
nation learn that our docks and harbours 
are a fascinating part of the British heritage 
which belong to our daily life? We do not 
want them shut off from view by high walls 
and shabby buildings as something to be 
hushed up like the skeleton in the cupboard. 
Our airports are now open to the viewing 
public : why should we not be allowed a 
look at our docks ? 

What chiefly exercised my mind, how- 
ever, aS we drove around the streets and 
outskirts, seeing schools, shops, public 
buildings and housing estates, was how 
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little had been done by the 

local architects and builders, 

Over lunch with Alan Haggar, 
Robert Shaw and a third 
colleague, I asked more about 

this and found that the local 
architects and builders are 
having a very thin time. The 

local authority gives practic- 

ally all its big work to its own 
department and nothing at 

all of importance to local 
architects, whilst the big firms 

who are building in South- : 
ampton invite London archi- ’ 
tects to design their buildings 

and give the contracts to 
London builders. Even some 

of the housing had been given 

to a London firm, and when 

the Council was tackled about 

this, the answer was given 

that they wanted the best. | 

felt that the architects I met 
deserved better than this and 

could do every bit as well as 

the authors of much that I 

saw. My first reaction was to 

ask them why they accepted 

such a state of affairs and 

why they did not make it their 
business to show the local authority what 
they could do, but they assured me that they 
had done everything they knew and felt 
they were fighting a losing battle. They 
told me of one architect who had thrown in 
his hand and gone off to Canada, and there 
was a general feeling among them all that 
private practice was on the wane and that 
more and more work would be done by the 
local authorities and big developers in the 
future. 

This is talk which one is accustomed to 
hear, but I do not accept it, and I felt con- 
cerned for them. I do not believe it is 
accepted as a policy in any circles that local 
private practice should die out, especially 
in a town like Southampton where there is 

so much building work to be 
done, and I believe the case 
needs examining. I think the 
local architects who know 
and love the town are more 
likely to build something that 
belongs to it, than an im- 
ported consortium of people 
who are each concerned only 
with a little bit, and this little 
bit might just as well be in 
Acton, Shepherds Bush or 
Oxford Street. 

From the architects I went 
on to see two local builders, 
H. E. Hauting of J. J. Udall’s 
Building Co., Ltd., and P.B. 
Jenkins of Lloyd and Jenkins, 
the former the President of 
the Southampton & District 
Association of Building 
Trades Employers and the 
latter a Past President. Both 
are enthusiastic young men, 
and I found great pleasure 
and interest in discussing new 
ideas with them. They were 
keenly interested in the need 
for a higher grade of educa- 
tion within the industry and 
in the changing skills required 
as old crafts give way to new 
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in the process of rapid scientific develop- 
ment. They realised that their foremen 
would require greater knowledge and a 
better understanding of new methods and 
materials, whilst their training would need 
to embrace technical as well as practical 
skill and they would not necessarily, as 
heretofore, be elevated from the ranks. 
They thought the personnel of the building 
industry should achieve a higher standard 
so that the best of the younger men who 
are now attracted to such things as motor 
engineering and aircraft production rather 
than building would be available to the 
industry. 


{dvanced Thinking 


It was stimulating to find advanced 
thinking of this kind by two independent 
firms of builders working in harmony 
although in different spheres, and I thought 
they were perhaps seeing the light before 
some of the larger and more successful 
contractors I know. But again, as with the 
architects, I heard the same sorry story of 
not being given the chance to do the best 
local work. They naturally resented the 
big ‘ tower-crane * builders coming into the 
town, using all the local men and then going 
away, leaving the local trade disorganised. 
There is no one whom it is pleasanter for 
an architect to meet than a builder who 
knows his job, and I felt my afternoon with 
these two young men had been well spent, 
and I look forward to hearing news of their 
success in introducing higher standards of 
education amongst the building workers in 
their area. 

It is dangerous to form conclusions from 
superficial evidence, but I felt that both 
architects and builders had a legitimate 
grouse against authority in Southampton 
and that the battle had gone unjustly to 
the strong.

HE construction of the new department 

is of two types, the centre section 
being steel-framed, to support the building 
which will in future rise above it, and the 
wings having load-bearing external brick 
walls supporting pre-cast, pre-stressed 
concrete floor beams spanning the full 
width of the building. Internal partitions 
are all non-structural, making any future 
alterations simple to execute

The heating and hot water services are 
supplied from calorifiers in the basement, 
which in turn are served by the main boiler 
plant. The heating is by a radiator system, 
except in the main entrance hall and the 
rooms over it, where floor and ceiling 
heating has been installed. A steam service 
has been run to supply the sterilisers in the 
various rooms, as well as a little water 
boiler for tea-making in the casualty 
department. A_ simple form of 
conditioning is provided in the 
theatres. 

The electrical installation is served from 
a new rising main, centrally placed, and so 
designed that the service can be extended 
upwards when future development takes 
place. The two theatre lamps are equipped 
with an emergency battery supply which 
comes into operation automatically if the 
mains supply breaks down. 

The main entrance to the building is in 
the middle of the east elevation, and opens 
on to the reception hall which is laid out 
as a lounge-type waiting hall for people 
accompanying patients to the departments, 
or calling at the Hospital to make inquiries 
about in-patients. 
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A detail of the main entrance 


On the north side of the hall is an appointments bureau 
with six separate counters, four for dealing with out- 
patients’ appointments, one for admissions to the hospital 
and the last for patients brought by ambulances. This 
appointments bureau is connected to the records office, 
which will deal, in a centralised position, with all records 
of past and present patients 
the basement. 


A large store is provided in 


On the south side of the entrance hall are cubicles for 
public telephones, and opposite the entrance doors is a 
buffet. 

There are two lifts serving the first floor, and a corridor 
through to the rear of the building opening on to a covered 
way connecting the new department with the rest of the 
hospital. Off this short corridor is arranged a small room 
for the use of consultants. 


Leading northwards from the entrance hall is a corridor, 


alongside which are arranged the patients’ and staff

lavatories, cleaners’ room, and a central typing office. 

The main medical and surgical clinics are planned at 
the end of the corridor, in the north wing. The wing has 
a small waiting space for patients attending the clinic, a 
sister's office, preparation and treatment room with 
sterilising apparatus and a suite of intercommunicating 
consulting rooms. This arrangement is devised to provide 
adaptability in the use of the clinics 

At the south side of the entrance hall, a pair of doors 
open into the waiting space for the orthopedic and 
traumatic clinics, which are arranged either on side of a 
central corridor, and contain four consulting rooms with, 
opposite them, seven cubicles where patients’ wounds can 
be examined and dressed in privacy 

The south wing contains the casualty department on the 
ground floor. Patients attending this department will not 
be required to pass through the main out-patients’ hall, 


but will use the entrance at the south-east corner The

entrance opens into a waiting hall, and close to the doors 
is a small office for the casualty clerk. Opposite the doors 
is a sister’s office ; also opening off the waiting space are 
public telephones and patients’ lavatories. 

Leading out of the casualty waiting space are two 
examination rooms for male and female patients, each 
divided into four cubicles by means of curtains. For 
those patients requiring more serious attention two minor 
operating theatres, one *‘clean”~ and one ‘dirty’, with 
sink and sterilising room between them, are planned as 
a twin suite at the west end of this wing, with opposite 
them a small recovery room which could accommodate 
four patients ; also a second sister's room and a doctor's 
room. The corridor through the casualty department also 
links with the covered way. 

The corridor along the centre of the traumatic clinic 
connects with the casualty department, and the plaster 
room is planned in such a position that it can serve either 
department equally well. This also applies to the sinks 
and sterilising rooms which have been arranged between 
the casualty examination rooms and the dressings cubicles 
of the traumatic clinic. 

To the south of the landing on the first floor is a large 
unit containing the physiotherapy and occupational 
therapy departments ; it is planned in an open style, with 
twelve cubicles. There is also a large gymnasium. 

The occupational therapy unit is divided into two large 
rooms, one for the more noisy occupations and the other 
for those of a quieter nature. 

To the northern side of the staircase is the dental clinic 
which has a waiting space, office, surgery and a small 
recovery room, and a plaster room and laboratory for the 
use of technicians. The north wing is somewhat similar 
to the ground floor, but has special provision for eye- 
testing, and there is also a sound-proof cubicle for ear- 
testing. 

The floor in the main entrance hall is of thermoplastic 
tiles. Elsewhere, corridors and physiotherapy department 
cubicles have rubber floors. The consulting rooms 
throughout have wood block floors. In the buffet and 
typing department a further effort has been made to reduce 
sound by the fixing of acoustic ceilings, and the three 
cubicles off the end of the typing department have been 
treated with acoustic plaster so that dictation can be given 


The two small operating theatres 


in them without interference from the noise of typewriters 
in the adjoining room. 


The corridors throughout have a cement glazed dado 
which has a permanent finish requiring no re-decoration, 
and can be easily washed. In order to eliminate as far as 
possible the damage caused by trolleys knocking against 
the wall surfaces, a protective strip of *Altro ’ flooring has 
been fixed to the dadoes.

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EARLY INDUSTRIAL ARCHITECTURE 


The Case for the Classical Tradition 


HAT nineteenth-century industrial 

architecture, despite the cogency of the 
arguments recently put forward, was 
carrying on not a functional but a classic 
tradition, was the theme of an interesting 
paper given at the RIBA by Mr. BRYAN H. 
Harvey on Tuesday, April 7. The Hon. 
Lionel Brett took the chair. 

We take the following extracts from the 
address : 

Most of the factors which make for beauty in 
architecture, said Mr. Harvey, were discovered 
ty the Greeks and Romans so that by the end 
of the Roman period there had penetrated to 
every part of the western world an architecture 
based upon certain well tried principles of 
geometry deriving not only its form and outline 
from such geometry, but what ornament it 
needed from the same source. It was self 
assured and restrained in conception and detail, 
a true classic architecture, classic in the funda- 
mental sense that poetry, drama, painting, 
sculpture may be said to be classical : above all, 
it was classic because it obeyed self imposed 
rules in the way that a sonnet does. 

This great classic tradition of architecture 
was broken by the coming of Gothic. Self- 
conscious, romantic, pursuing technical pro- 
gress at the expense of form, it spread over all 
Europe with its restless need for change and 
progressed from style to style till finally sup- 
planted by the rediscovery of true 
building of the Renaissance. 

We admire the great Gothic cathedrals not 
because they are done well but because, like 
Johnson’s dog standing on its hind legs, they 
are done at all. For their elevations, no longer 
determined by obeying the rules of proportion, 
witness only to new technical ways of exploiting 
stone and glass as building materials. Its 
ornament is no longer derived from tke 
geometry of the building but f.om the need to 
tell a story Whole structures become en- 
crusted with sculpture in an all out desperate 
appeal to our emotions. 


classic 


‘A Native Classical Style’ 


Once again et the Renaissance, architecture, 


literature, drama and painting returned to 
classic simplicity. In England there emerged a 
native classical style which found its ultimate 
expression in the simpler domestic structures. 

Coinciding with a vastly increasing com- 
mercial prosperity it spread to every sphere of 
design and created a unity which permeated 
everything from jelly moulds to _ palaces. 
Merchant adventurers and religious dissidents 
carried it overseas particularly to America 
where, translated into a new medium, wood, it 
achieved a new delicacy and charm 2nd where 
it still flourishes in simple wooden houses to 
this day. The translation from stone to wocd 
without change of tradition has lessons for us 
today if only to pose the questicn ‘do new 
materials need a new idiom?’ 

The earliest cotton and silk mills were water 
driven and are to be found all over Cheshire 
and Derbyshire where water could be exploited. 
So far as I can discover they were built by local 
craftsmen, sometimes part builder, part 
engineer. In structure they approached in size 
and complexity only the larger country houses 
in the area and it is clear that these great private 
palaces were used as inspiration by the builders 
of the early mills. Two fine examples (Lyme 
Park at Disley and Chatsworth) were almost 
certainly well known to the builders of many 
of the early mills in Cheshire and Derbyshire. 
The difference of function between the great 
country houses and the early cotton mills 
combined with the great similarity of their 
external appearance indicates in the strongest 


possible way their common architectural 
ancestry. The classic tradition was soon firmly 
established—-after all there was no other—-and 


was followed sedulously in mill design for over 
a hundred years. Design was simplified, orna- 
ment became cruder, but the tradition persisted. 
As time went on the importance of the mach- 
inery became paramount and the mill became a 
design problem in its entirety for the en zineer. 

Classical detail was to be found everywhere 
in these early mills. Many of the early Lanca- 
shire mills had square windows surmounted by 
stone lintels. As time went on segmental 
arches replaced the stone lintels. Round top 


Cottages, Mill Office and Mill, Saddleworth (1820-70) 
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windows of striking beauty were sometimes 
used. Mills built as late as 1885 still utilised 
classical motifs both in design and decoration. 
Small pane glazing bars continued to be used 
even though large pane windows were wide- 
spread in the construction of dwelling houses. 
While it is possible that cost may have been 
an influence in this matter the strength of the 
classical tradition amongst engineers was very 
strong. 

What Sherlock Holmes would have called 
the curious absence of the Gothic factory is 
worth consideration. For while these classic 
mills and small cottages were being built there 
were countless churches, chapels, town halls, 
private houses built contemporaneously—all 
conceived in Victorian Gothic. 

What had happened seems obvious. Clas- 
sicism had become identified with function 
and was now no longer acceptable to the owning 
class. It died on the altar of middle class 
sensibility. Factories were ugly to Victorians 
because of their associations not because of 
their form, and the middle class seized upon the 
romantic revivals of Gothic as a means of 
escape from the industrial environment now 
wholly conceived in a simplified, and to them, 
despised Georgian. 


The Rift in Building Design 


For there now emerged a rift in building 
design. Architects designed the public build- 
ings, engineers and near engineers designed the 
factories, and the latter were largely craftsmen 
whose only design tradition was the classic 
tradition of craftsmanship everywhere to be 
found in the towns in which they lived and the 
furniture and domestic utensils which they 
possessed. From this resulted country houses 
and town halls in revived Gothic and enormous 
beam engines supported on cast iron fluted 
columns of pure Greek doric. Nineteenth- 
century industrial architecture, despite the 
cogency of the arguments recently put forward, 
was not carrying on a functional tradition but 
a classic tradition. Indeed it was its complete 
identification with the function it served that 
made it unacceptable anywhere else except to 
some extent as the architecture of the poor. 
For the rows and rows of artisans’ cottages 
were still wholly conceived in the idiom of the 
18th century at a time when mill owners’ 
houses, parish churches and Oxford colleges 
were being given the full treatment of the 
* Early English” or other Gothic styles. No 
tiadition could survive in these conditions 
Industry was a rude word and so was the 
architecture that clothed it. 

Though one or two of the aristocracy inter- 
ested themselves in the dramatic changes of the 
period, notably the Duke of Bridgewater, the 
engineers and inventors sprang from the 
people. Arkwright was a barber, Watt an 
instrument maker, Brindley had little formal 
education, Stephenson was a farmer and collier. 
The engineers were craftsmen turned engincer, 
masons, joiners, and others who, with native 
wit and inherited craftsmanship, turned their 
energies to the solution of the new problems 
which the machine age posed. The manu- 
facturers themselves were drawn from the ranks 
of the ordinary workers and though in after 
years by the accretion of great wealth they built 
up an industrial upper class their origin was 
proletarian. 

However interesting it may be to speculate 
on the reasons for the survival of classical form 
among the industrial buildings, the reason for 
its adoption by the early engineers is obvious 
there was no choice. The experiments in the 
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Mossley Gasworks (1870) 


*Gothick Taste* could hardly be called a * style.” 
The early canal builders decorated their tunnel 
mouths with simple classical detail wholly in 
keeping with the simple arch upon which it was 
based. In aqueducts, too, the same features 
persist, many of them executed with a surprising 
delicacy of touch. The aqueduct at Limpley 
Stoke, near Bath, which carries the Kennet 
and Avon Canal over the Avon could serve as 
a model for the application of these principles 
of design to bridge building. Even when trans- 
lated into cast iron by Telford as at Llangollen 
or at Coalbrookdale by Darby the designs seem 
wholly suited to their purpose 
surroundings 

The engineering works of the canals were 
from the first prodigious ; several tunnels ex- 
ceed two miles in length, the locks, aqueducts 
and bridges are countless. Measured in terms 
of simple triumph over nature, they deserve a 
place in history, yet throughout their length all 
the works exhibit a sureness of touch in design 
that is a joy to behold. The small bridges in 
out of the way places, the locks, sluices, docks 
are all of a pattern, simple yet exhibiting the 
same countrybred elegance of the chairs, tables 
and pottery of the period 

Compared with the canals, the railways were 
even more monumental in the engineering 
works which they involved. Viaducts to bridge 
valleys and rivers are to be found throughout 
the length and breadth of the land. The 
argely self-taught engineers who designed them 
matched the grandeur of their surroundings 
by the grandeur of their engineering works 
Brunel’s viaduct at Saltash, Stephenson's at 
Stockport, exhibit an elegance in strength that 
has hardly been matched before or since. There 
is no doubt that much of the English country- 
side has been enriched by these engineering 
works expressed in a classical style so appealing 
to the eye yet so structurally sound in an age that 
had yet to roll its first steel beam, that they have 
survived intact to carry, 100 years later, loads 
multiplied many times at speeds increased 
beyond their builders’ wildest dreams

Steam Power and 
the Industrial Town 


The application of steam power to cotton 


spinning led at once to its companion char- 


acteristic, the industrial town. Once industry 
was freed of its dependence on water power it 
could concentrate in the region most conven- 
ient either for fuel or transport or raw materials 
In these changed conditions the northern cotton 
towns grew rapidly, and soon became a symbol 
for ugliness which no amount of research can 
erase. Yet individually the buildings, whether 
mills or workers’ cottages, are not unpleasing, 
and are set in a countryside of outstanding if 
somewhat sombre natural beauty. One or two 
of them and parts of all of them exhibit a simple 
charm, which, if the buildings were not smoke 
begrimed, are reminiscent of the carlier textile 
towns of the Cotswolds. One cause, however, 
of their unsympathetic appearance in these days 
lies in the dirt which has now blackened all the 
stone and much of the brick, and the ever- 
growing crust of advertisements that intrude 
upon the eyes from almost every flat surface 
available. 

But the cause of their ugliness lics deeper 
It is almost certainly to be sought in the lack 
of any semblance of planning either deliberate 
or fortuitous during the course of their de- 
velopment. Land was bought, a mill built, a 
row of cottages followed and production began 
This pattern was repeated a hundred times over 
The mills were the centre of tiny communities 
which had no true allegiance to the town or 
village over which they sprawled, the con- 
necting link was a small piece of neglected o1 
ravaged countryside. A few of these isolated 
communities persist: most have been 
merged into wider agglomerations which were 
never towns in the way that the 
and boroughs had so become.

Early Mill Construction 
The very earliest mills were comparatively 
narrow in relation to their length.

In the narrow early mills when mules were 
installed they were set longitudinally down the 
building, an arrangement often wasteful of 
space and unsuited for large scale installations 
The later mills became very much more square 
in plan, with the mules set transversely across 
the structure. The elevation generally retained 
its good proportions and some of these mills, 
built as late as 1880, still show a remarkable 
elegance of design. Possibly because of the 
nature of the process the cardroom which 
normally occupies the ground floor was gen- 
erally given a higher ceiling than the other 
rooms so as to minimise the unpleasantness of 
the dust. This floor was normally set over a 
three-quarter basement and therefore 
approached up a short flight of steps to the 
maim entrance. 


was 


The basement was generally 
lit by three-quarter segmental windows. The 
total effect resulted in an elevation markedly 
well proportioned. Whereas the earliest mills 
had gable ends, the later ones had narrow 
hipped roofs, often with four or five ridges 
behind parapets 


Experiments with Cast Iron 


Though well into the 19th century many 
mills were built with wooden supported floors, 
already before 1800 experiments had been 
made with floors supported on cast iron fish- 
oacked beams with brick arches between. This, 
the so-called fireproof mill, became almost 
universal. The method of construction is 
straightforward ; both supporting columns and 
joists were cast to standard dimensions and in 
later years something approaching unit con- 
struction Vast quantities of bricks 
were consumed in these enterprises and many 
of the early mills were sited near to supplies 
of clay, the first operation in the erection of the 
mill being to make and fire the bricks. The 
clay in most of Lancashire and Cheshire makes 
a soft-red-brown brick of pleasing colour, and 
these hand-made bricks have given to the 19th 
century mills and factories a pleasant exterior 
surface. Bricks from some of these old mills 
are now in demand as facing bricks for new 
houses. With the turn of the 20th century, 
Accrington bricks of a far brighter colour and 
with an impervious surface were almost exclus- 
ively used in industrial buildings. The effect 
is by no means so pleasing. 

Many of the earliest structures of the Indus- 
trial Revolution have been pulled down to make 
way for newer buildings. But much still 
remains. Our great industrial cities are still 
full of buildings which, if they lack some of 
the refinements of the great Georgian period, 
are still inescapably classical in origin. Many 
of them were built up to the cighties and 
nineties of the last century and represent the 
last traces of a real architectural tradition in 
this country. Not all the mean streets and 
backyards are ugly in themselves. Many of 
the little houses, however far short they fall of 
modern standards in amenities, are at least 
impeccable in terms of design. A comparison 
between private enterprise housing of 1830-1850 
and 1930-1940, reflects little credit on our own 
times

Films About Building 


To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—The RIBA Film Committee has 
performed a useful service in calling 

attention to the dearth of good trade 
films on building—and to the frustration 
and waste of effort that results from 
making films that are less than good. 

The Scientific Film Association’s Build 
ing Films Panel, which has appraised some 
250 building films in the last 9 years, has 
come to generally similar conclusions; these 
were given in full in Scientific Film Review 
for February, 1958, and in part in The 
Builder of April 4, 1958. 

While the panel's appraisal work was 
started primarily to help the users of build 
ing films, there has always been the hope 
that it would also help sponsors and pro- 
ducers by providing some indication of the 
kind of films that users like. Its experience 
suggests that they welcome most those films 
that give useful technical information. if 
this requirement is met, some advertisement 
of the sponsor's product will be accepted 
indeed, factual information about new pro- 
ducts is often welcomed—but mere sales 
talk or repeated * plugging’ is objectionable 
and will tend to restrict the use of a film 

Although only a minority of the films 
viewed have been considered first-class, many 
have contained useful and _ interesting 
material. They could have been good films 
if this material had been better presented. 
Good photography is not enough; good plan 
ning is at least equally important 

This suggests that some sponsors and pro 
ducers—particularly those new to this field 
of film production—might welcome criticism 
and suggestions from the panel before theit 
films are finished, so that any alterations 
that are thought desirable can be made 
comparatively easily and cheaply. The 
Association will be glad to discuss with 
interested parties ways in which such heip 
might be given.

Measurement On Metric System 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—Our attention has been drawn to 

a letter published in The Builder of 
March 20, signed by Mr. George E. 
Alcock. This letter refers to the British 
Association Metrics Committee and 
includes a portion in quotes describing 
a method of measuring building work 
which appears to be attributed to this 
Committee. We think it should be made 
quite clear to your readers that this por- 
tion of Mr. Alcock’s letter has not 
emanated from this Committee and we 
have, in fact, no knowledge of the 
method he describes. We would con- 
sider it presumptuous to attempt to lay 
down a system for a specialist trade and 
or profession when its members 
undoubtedly know a good deal more 
about the subject than we do ourselves. 
This Committee was formed 18 months 
ago under the chairmanship of Sir Hugh 
Beaver and includes industrialists, econo- 
mists and engineers. Over the last nine 
months we have been taking evidence from 
many of the large industrial companies in 
this country, trade associations. professional 
and learned societies, and educational 
authorities, and we are now approaching 
Local Authorities and Government Depart- 
ments. We have also obtained the vicws 
of the Trade Commissioners overseas in 
some 40 countries which have each taken 
over £20 million of UK exports. We can 
confirm that we have received much inter 
esting information from the building trade, 
its trade associations and the professional 
bodies concerned with such work. The 
report is expected by the end of the year. 
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May we repeat that our purpose is to find 
the costs of changing to the metric system 
and the advantages on a cost basis if we do 
change. We are not advocating any particu 
lar system, old or new.

Grellier and the Royal Exchange 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—In answer to Mr. Chambers’ 
inquiry in last week’s Builder as to 
where I discovered W.  Grellier’s 
premiated design for the Royal Exchange 
Competition (1839), I must confess it was 
almost entirely fortuitous. In examining 
the competition drawings at the RIBA 
library, I found one set which from 
inspection suggested it ought to be 
Grellier’s—because it wasn’t Cockerell’s, 
Donaldson’s or Chateauneuf’s—and it 
had obviously been designed for the 
Royal Exchange site. As befitted entries 
for a competition, even in those days, 
there was no distinguishing mark. 

It happened that my first job as an archi 
tectural student was with the firm of 
Simmonds, Grellier and Cutbush. Cecil 
Grellier is still practising—as a surveyor 
having eschewed architecture many years 
ago. When I approached him last summer 
he told me that W. Grellier was his grand 
father! During the last war Cecil sent 
William’s drawings to the RIBA as a gift, 
hoping they would be safe in the event of 
bombing. He retained only the perspective 
We must blame the war for the fact that they 
were ‘lost’ at the RIBA. 

Mr. Chambers also wants to know why | 
suspect Hardwicke of being in_ effect 
responsible for the disqualification of 
Donaldson’s scheme on the grounds of exces 
sive cost. There is a full report in the nature 
of a complaint made in 1842 in MS.12 
(RIBA Library) dealing with the competition 
for the erection of a lunatic asylum in that 
year, 

The committee, unlike most in those days, 
feeling itself incompetent to judge technical 
matters like a competition, sought the advice 
of Mr. Hardwicke, architect to Bethlehem 
Hospital. That his method of assessing was 
strange, even for those days, is proved by 
the unfavourable comment in the Press. He 
selected seven or eight designs and made a 
tabular analysis of their contents under 30 
heads, carefully pricing them. The result, a 
curious one, was handed to the committee 
without comment, and the honest fellows 
were left to make their decision from a 
schedule of costs ranging from 14d. to 6d. a 
cubic foot for the various parts 
competitor’s scheme. 

Thus Hardwicke may well have been the 
Original Quantity Surveyor and was prob 
ably chosen for his skill in this direction. If 
this was indeed his manner of assessing 
and we know that Donaldson was excluded 
on questions of cost—it is not unfair to sur 
mise that Hardwicke’s was the responsibility 

It wouldn't have mattered so much if after 
events had not shown that he was a bad QS, 
for several reputable firms offered to carry 
out the work at Donaldson's estimated price

I. Manchester (Oxford-road) 


HE station will consist of a roofed concourse and five 

platforms. The concourse is on a tapering site and 
is roofed with three timber shell conoids, spanning from 
97 ft. 3 ins. maximum to 41 ft. 6ins. minimum. The 
shells are supported on glued laminated timber arches 
and ties. 

The shells, which are being constructed on site, are made 
up of three layers of tongued and grooved boarding nailed 
and glued. The shells are cantilevered forward partly in 
order to preserve structural balance and partly to prevent 
glare. The inside will be weatherproofed using the 
* Evode’ process and finishing with aluminium spray. 

The five platform canopies are formed by cylindrical 
timber shells cantilevering 12 ft. and spanning 34 ft. 10 ins. 
supported on glued laminated timber bents. They have 
been prefabricated in 34 ft. sections in the workshops of 
Tinker & Young Ltd. 

The upper edge beam of the shell, which is covered with 
tongued and grooved boarding laid diagonally, forms the 
valance running along the outside edge.

HE new station has been planned to provide proper 

segregation of passengers, parcels and GPO traffic 
The basis of the plan is the projecting concourse, at right- 
angles to the covered platforms, which splits the area in 
front of the station into two forecourts, the one to the 
left for parcels and mai! and the other for passengers 
arriving by private car or taxi.

First Stainless Steel Curtain Wall Building in Canada

have erected a new stainless steel curtain wall 
administration building at their Welland 
factory as ‘a practical example of the natural 
role of stainless steels in modern architecture.’ 
Construction : The building is the first of 
its kind in Canada and has proved itself to be 





most satisfactory from every aspect. The 
structure of the building is basically steel 
frame with reinforced concrete footings. All 


the floors are poured concrete over steel 

















decking. The exterior walls consist of stain- 








less stcel panels in shop prefabricated units, 




















View of the south side of the building. The 
single row of columns supporting the 
cantilevered carport roof is seen at left 
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comprised of a window panel section and a 
spacer panel section. These panels are 
attached to the main frame of the building at 
each floor level by welded lugs. Using this 
form of construction facilitated the actual 
erection of the building and, with 25 men, all 
the exterior walls of the building were erected 
in 17 days. The erection of the curtain walls 
was completed under the most adverse condi- 
tions, when the highest temperature reading 
was 17 degrees above zero (—8.3 degrees C.). 
It is estimated that under summer conditions, 
the cladding would have been erccted in 
eight days. 

The stainless steel curtain wall was found 
to have particular advantages for this con- 
struction. Since the curtain wall units could 
actually be stored inside the building at the 
very point they were to be erected, it can be 
seen that, when building space is at a premium, 
curtain wall construction has much to com-

mend it, and that stainless steel curtain wall

panelling is economical and practical by 
reason of the fact that :

Building Design : The building is planned within a 
rectangle 80 ft. by 160 ft. and is three storeys high. 
The only protrusion from the rectangle is the main 
entrance lobby which is situated on the north-east 
corner. The anticipated expansion will take place on 
the south and east sides. The main entrance is at 
ground level with the ground floor a few steps down 
This floor contains most of the production control and 
senior plant managers’ offices. On the first floor are 
management, purchasing and sales offices, including 
the private offices of the president and the boardroom. 
The second floor houses the financial departments, 
including a good deal of electronic data processing 
equipment. All three floors are designed around a 
central core which contains washrooms, an employee 
lounge and vaults. 

Interior Decoration: Stainless steels are used in 
interior decoration of the building. Ribs of stainless 
steel offset the rosewood panels of the lobby ; these 
stainless steel dividers can be detached to offer con- 
venient places for shelving for display purposes. The 
large window area, which runs the whole length of the 
lobby, is draped in delicate pastel colours. The drapes, 
which were especially created for Atlas, portray the 
various minerals involved in the making of specialty 
steels. Free-standing columns in the reception area 
have slabs of grey-green polished Granox on two faces 
alternated with patterned stainless steel grilles on the 
other two sides. Stainless steel has been used for stair 
banisters and handrailings, and also switch plates and 
electrical outlets which are found in every room. 

Messrs. Prack & Prack, of Hamilton, Ontario, were 
selected as architects for this project. The stainless 
steel strip was produced by Atlas Steels, Limited, and 
formed into assembled panels by the Macotta Company 
of Canada, Limited, Weston, Ontario.

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OBITUARY 
Frank Lloyd Wright 


WE regret to record the death of Mr. 
Frank Lloyd Wright, the American 
architect, which took place at Phoenix, 
Arizona, on April 9. He was 89. 

G. J. Howling writes: Frank Lloyd 
Wright is said to have designed about 900 
buildings, and it is doubtful whether he 
ever repea‘ed himself; he was con- 
stantly experimenting in plan shapes, 
their elevational expression, methods of 
construction and the use of different 
materials. Although a great innovator, 
he seemed rarely to aim at lightness of 
expression. Most of his buildings appear 
to sit solidly on the ground, and many 
of those carried out in his early and 
middle periods are heavily monumental. 
In later years his forms became free 
and his fancy more exuberant. 

His earliest houses are traditional in 
character, obviously designed under the 
influence of J. L. Silsbee, his first 
employer. The Misses Lloyd Jones’ 
house at Spring Green, Wis. (1887), is of 
the picturesque gabled type with tile- 
hung walls. In contrast, the George 
Blossom house, Chicago (1892), is an 
essay in the Colonial manner. Later, 
especially in his non-domestic work, 
Wright was much influenced by Louis 
Sullivan, for whom he worked in the 
‘nineties. A notable example of this 
influence is the Larkin Administration 
Building, Buffalo (1904), with its five 
floors of office space grouped about a 
top-lighted court and further lighted by 
high horizontal windows between the 
piers of the side walls. 

In domestic work, Wright's distinctive 
characteristics, the ‘open’ plan, often 
cruciform, and low-pitched roofs with 
wide overhanging eaves, begin to appeal 
about 1899, as in the Joseph W. Husser 
house, Chicago. These were to become 
the dominant features of his long series 
of ‘Prairie’ houses, in which he used 
them with great variety of effect, as well 
as in his own house at Taliesin, Wis. 
(1911 and later), and, with modifications, 
at Taliesin West, Arizona, the famous 
Fellowship centre (1938). The integra- 
tion of house with garden, and indeed 
landscape, a matter in which Wright was 
much influenced by the domestic archi- 
tecture of Japan, is a notable feature of 
all these works. Wright was an early 
experimenter in poured concrete con- 
struction, which he used in the Unity 
Church, Oak Park, Illinois (1906). 

The outstanding example of his monu- 
mental work is the Imperial Hotel, 
Tokio (1916-22), built on a cantilever 
system of construction which enabled it 
to resist the earthquake of 1923. 
Another great work of monumental 
character was the Midway Gardens, 
Chicago (1914), a pleasure centre that 
was ruined by Prohibition and 
demolished in 1923. ‘ 

In his later years Wright designed many 
buildings of great originality. Prominent 
among these is ‘Falling Water,’ Bear 
Run, Pennsylvania (1936), a house built 
dramatically over a waterfall on a system 
of cantilevered floor slabs anchored to a 
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Mr. Frank Lloyd Wright addressing 
the Architectural Association in 1950 
masonry core and the natural rock. 
Another remarkable work was_ the 
Johnson Administration Building at 
Racine, Wis. (1936-39), with its window- 
less screen walls, the ceiling supported by 
a small forest of downward-tapering 
columns with mushroom tops, the light 
penetrating through glass tubes between 
these. A new 15-storey research labora- 
tory for the same company makes use of 
a central core as the sole support for can- 
tilevered floors. Wright's most extensive 
work is the Florida Southern College, 
Lakeland (1940), exciting in its varied 
relation of spaces and its individual build- 
ings, particularly the Pfeiffer Chapel, 

with its open, flower-filled top. 

At the time of his death Wright was 
still producing controversial buildings, 
notably the circular Guggenheim 
Museum, New York, with its continuous 
internal ramp, and a design for a sky- 
scraper a mile high. 

* * * 


FRANK LLOYD WRIGHT was born in Wis- 
consin, USA, in 1869 where his grandfather, 
a Welsh emigrant, had previously settled. 
Early study at Madison University was as an 
engineer, soon after which he obtained a post 
with the firm of Adler and Sullivan, with 
whom he remained some years. The influ- 
ence of Louis Sullivan, the protagonist of 
what his pupil subsequently termed * organic 
architecture’. remained with Lloyd Wright 
all his life and was early shown in the 
houses which he built in the Middle West in 
the first 20 years after 1893 when he set up 
in practice on his own, Though the plan- 
ning was different, the thesis was the same 

that house and surroundings should be 
integrated. In the domestic field, in fact, 
Lloyd Wright's purpose was to select a site 
with dramatic qualities and then to design 
the house from the inside out so that, as he 
said ‘ it is difficult to know where the house 
ends and the garden begins.’ Perhaps the 
most famous of his houses is * Falling Water” 
at Bear Run, Pennsylvania, where reinforced 
concrete terraces re-echo the horizontality of 
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the rock slabs over which the river falls. It 
was to the owner of this house that Lloyd 
Wright gave advice when telegraphed the 
news that water was seeping into the living 
space and dripping onto the dining table. 
‘What shall I do?’ asked the occupant. 
* Shift the table’ wired back his architect. 
Matrimonial and financial difficulties 
caused much interruption of his early pro- 
fessional life and it was not until 1923 that 
Lloyd Wright attracted much attention out- 
side the United States. It was in that year 
that the Imperial Hotel in Tokyo, Japan, 
which he had designed between 1916-22, was 
almost the sole survivor among buildings of 


a catastrophic earthquake. The buildings had 


been designed on concrete rafts supported 
by many hundreds of 8 ft. piles which in 
turn distributed the weight of the buildings 
on the subsoil. Early buildings included the 
Larkin building in Buffalo (1905); the first 
of three homes for himself at Taliesin, Wis- 
consin (1911); and the Midway Gardens, 
Chicago (1914). Later works which have 
obtained a world reputation include the 
Johnson Wax research laboratory at Racine, 
in which the floors are cantilevered out from 
a central core (1947-48), This followed an 
earlier factory for the same company in 
which the offices, lit entirely by artificial 
means, are supported by mushroom pillars 
which taper towards the feet. Among 
his last works are the Guggenheim Museum 
in New York and a Palace on the Grand 
Canal at Venice, and projects for an opera 
house in Baghdad. 

More books have been written about 
Frank Lloyd Wright than any architect of 
modern times except, perhaps, Corbusier. He 
himself published *‘ An Organic Architecture, 
the Architecture of Democracy’ which was 
based on four lectures which he gave at the 
RIBA in 1939, lectures which are not likely 
to be forgotten by anyone fortunate enough 
to gain admittance to those crowded houses, 
He returned to England in 1951. In 1941 
he was awarded the Royal Gold Medal in 
Architecture. Almost to the end he retained 
the faculty of having something of signifi 
cance to say on architecture and life, an 
example being his trenchant comments 
(printed in The Builder of October 10 last) 
on the competition designs for the Toronto 
City Hall. He was an Hon. Member of the 
Incorporated Association of Architects and 
Surveyors. The world has lost a great archi 
tect and a great character 


Sir George Pepler 


Sir GeorGE Peper, CB, P-PTPI, FRICS, 
Hon, ARIBA, the town planning authority, 
died on Monday night at Lulworth, follow 
ing a brief illness. He was 77. A memoit 
will appear next week. Born in 1882, George 
Pepler was articled to W. Hooker, and as a 
young man had experience in laying out 
large estates. From 1919-41 he was chief 
planning inspector of the Ministry of Health 
and from 1943-46 was chief technical adviser, 
Ministry of Town and Country Planning. 
From 1950-54 he was planning adviser to the 
Government of Singapore. He was twice pre- 
sident, 1919 and 1949, of the Town Planning 
Institute, and was a valued contributor to 
The Builder. The funeral will take place at 
Holy Trinity Church, West Lulworth, today 
(April 17) at 2.30 p.m.

Insulation Techniques on Exhibition 


From Our Special Correspondent 


SOON after arriving at the Heat and 
Sound Insulation Exhibition, open at 
Earls Court until today (April 17) in con- 
junction with the Factory Equipment 
Exhibition, one seemed to be in a world 
recalling work at Christmas Island or 
Cape Canaveral. The reason was that 
both written matter and conversations 
made mention of ‘ fall-out,’ and expres- 
sions such as expanded polystyrene, 
foamed polyurethane, diatomaceous com- 
positions, solar heat and dimensional 
stability were used frequently—words 
which will surely conjure up to architects 
and their professional colleagues the 
deeds of scientists with rockets and mis- 
siles rather than insulation in the build- 
ing industry. 

In the past, fall-out in the building sense 
has been a problem with a number of 
varied acoustic materials but it appears 
that this problem is being overcome. It 
is thus quite safe to use the material in 
places where, for example, the risk of 
particles disintegrating from the ceiling 
would be serious, such as restaurants, 
laboratories and operating theatres. One 
firm (FrpreGLass Ltp.) has contrived a 
solution by facing its ceiling board with a 
plastic film; so obtaining a rigid board of 
glass fibre which. is then covered with a 
decorative film surface giving both acous- 
tic and thermal efficiency and having a 
hygienic finish. The plastic film, finished 
in two surface patterns romantically 
called ‘Tan Jackstraw’ and ‘Roman 
Grey,’ gives light reflection and (because 
it vibrates) transmits sound to the glass 
fibre base but has the additional impor- 
tant qualities of not absorbing dust and 
of being easily cleaned of any surface dirt. 

The aforementioned firm is in the Pil- 
kington Group and ‘ Insulight’ double 
and multiple glazing units were exhibited, 


together with other well known products, 
by PILKINGTON BROTHERS LTD., on a com- 
bined stand. Another firm which had 
something of interest in the lighting of 
buildings to show was U.A.M. PLastics 
Lip. (here again a member of a group, 
the U.A.M. Group of Companies), with 
their new Unilux decking light of trans- 
lucent sheeting, said to be particularly 
suitable for flat or very low pitch roofs. 
The upstand is neatly contrived and the 
whole effect is clean and should meet a 
need for such lighting with effective 
length up to 10 feet. Two other firms in 
this same group exhibited new products 
of which use will, undoubtedly, be made 
in the future. Pitch fibre pipes are 
employed for normal drainage use and, if 
their use is not as universal as some would 
like, it is possibly because diameter sizes 
are still limited and sanitary inspectors old 
fashioned. However, existing pipe sizes 
are suitable for using pitch fibre as inter- 
nal ventilating ducts, and new fittings (by 
UNION Fipre Pipes (GREAT BRITAIN) 
Ltp.) make this possible. The air-tight 
joints, smooth bore, lightness and ease of 
fixing make pitch fibre a welcome addi- 
tion to materials available for ventilation 
ducts. 

THE UNIVERSAL ASBESTOS MANUFAC- 
TURING Co., Ltp., have produced a new 
roof sheet,“ Magnum.’ The name implies 
a large size and this may dispel some of 
the misgivings of architects at yet another 
profile. It is a sheet designed to span 
roof beams up to 9 ft. 6 in. centres and 
being deep sectioned (7 in.) has advan- 
tages from the insulation aspect when 
used with underlining sheets to effect 
double-skin cladding. When sealed at 
end laps by a cellular synthetic material 
it can be used to a minimum pitch of 
4 deg.

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Problems of flat, or near flat roofs 
when finished in asphalt or felt roofing 
often arise through air being trapped 
during construction for this, together with 
trapped water, tends to cause crazing or 
other deterioration of the surface 
material. Consequent damage to thermal 
insulation is bound to result unless pre- 
cautions are taken to ventilate the roof 
structure. PARAMOUNT ASPHALTE LTD., 
showed their ‘ Parovent,’ a simple copper 
device allowing ventilation of screed and 
thermai insulation. 

Women architects, will 
know all about man-made fine denier 
fibres, and so, it is to be hoped, will those 
male architects who are generous enough

to purchase for their wives (or other 
members of the fair sex) nylon stockings. 
Acetate fibres, bonded and of fine denier, 
are the basis of three products from 
COURTAULDS/CELANESE which have appli- 
cation in the building industry. ‘ Bonda- 
lay’ is a thermal-insulating material of 
cellulose acetate fibres coated by thin 
layers of aluminium foil. It is easily 
handied and has proved its value during 
the past eighteen months since its .intro- 
duction. ‘Bondacoust’ is a newer pro- 
duct; it is a wadding of the same material 
but without the aluminium covering, used 
as a sound absorbing material behind 
textiles or facings of perforated materials. 
* Bonded Fibroceta’ is the basic material 
employed in both ‘Bondalay’ and 
* Bondacoust,’ but one which has further 
use in air filtration plant and, of interest 
to smokers, as a filter for cigarettes. 
Expanded polystyrene is welcomed by 
many architects as a material which has 
great decorative qualities in itself and. 
when so required, takes paint extremely 
well. But other architects will by now 
have realised its great value as an insula- 
tion material, and several firms showed 
exhibits displaying tiles and a variety of 
moulded units. THE MARLEY TILE Co. 
LTD. with ‘Marleycel’ and Jasto 
PLASTICS INDUSTRIES LTD. with ‘ Jablite ’ 
had good displays of this lightweight 
material of excellent thermal insulation 
properties. The various sizes and marked

tiles of ‘ Jablite’ give a large choice, and 
the ‘ Klip-on’* method of fixing demons- 
trates the lightness of the material: tiles 
are held in position by means of spring 
clips which engage over the bulb on the 
web of a T-section, thus making removal 
and access over wide areas a simple 
matter. The ‘Marleycel’ descriptive 
leaflets continue the high standard set by 
this firm in respect of literature concern- 
ing their products. 

Another type of cellular acoustic tile 
is ‘ Kilnoise,” which has been imported

from the United States of America, but 
will shortly be produced in quantity in 
this country by WILLIAM KENYON AND 
Sons (MeTaMica) Lip. Here is a tile 
for which it is claimed that up to 88 per 
cent of all light striking the surface is 
reflected. A faint swirl pattern is not 
without interest but, if desired, the tile is 
easily painted and there is little, if any, 
loss of sound absorption, depending upon 
type of paint used. As opposed to some 
other forms of tiling, this kind can be 
used with safety under conditions of high 
humidity. : 
TENTEST Fisre Board Co. LTD. is a 
long-established firm with a reputation to 
keep up, and-any new material sold by 


them will first have to meet their own 
searching requirements. One such pro- 
duct is an import from Finland in the 
form of tiles or panels called * Finntiles.’ 
The usefulness from the architect's view- 
point is that the tiles are checkered (2 in. 
or 4 in. squares) and the panels are 
grooved (1 in, 2 in. or 4 in.) enabling 
excellent decorative effects to be obtained. 
The same firm showed examples of their 
‘ Rabbit Warren’ board which is an insu- 
lating board covered with a wood veneer 
and perforated; as such it is claimed to 
be unique in this country. It is not a 
cheap product, but then not quite every 
situation requires the most economical 
product even if 99 per cent do, or should 
do. 

NEWALLS INSULATION COMPANY LTD. 
exhibited ‘Paxboard, a perforated 
acoustic board manufactured from 
asbestos and, therefore, completely fire- 
proof. Its availability in large sheets 
(6 ft. x 3 ft.) with good sound absorption 
co-efficients make it a useful board. 

On a well-designed stand (by John H. 
Harris, FRIBA) the LONDON BRICK 
ComMPANy LtpD. showed a method of test- 
ing ‘U’ values which has been recom- 
mended by the Building Research Station 
of the Department of Scientific and Indus- 
trial Research. Note that the word used 
was testing of the thermal transmittance 
of walls and not calculating to obtain a 
measurement. By a method, known as 
‘the Guarded Hotplate,’ walls are tested 
over a period and temperature readings 
from thermcouples are shown on a 
recorder-integrator. The ‘U’ value of 
walls (B.t.u./fth deg. F) has been a 


matter of calculation in the past, based 
on figures obtained from small samples 
which have not taken into consideration 
varying weather-conditions both existing 


and preceding (likely to affect the 
moisture content of the wall material). 
Tests carried out over some years now 
are showing differences between measured 
and calculated values which should not 
be ignored. Architects working to old 
accepted theoretical values by calculation 
would be well advised to learn about the 
new measured values. 

The exhibition was organised by Fac- 
tory Equipment Exhibitions, Ltd. and its 
completed appearance on the opening 
date is worth mentioning, being such a 
contrast to other exhibitions which need 
not be named in this article. On the 
whole, the design and construction wt 
stands were satisfactory and, in particu- 
lar, many of the island stands had been 
properly considered in that they left 
plenty of room for visitors and _ staff 
whilst displaying products to good 
advantage. As is usual, however, the 
small cubicle-type stands were unsatisfac- 
tory to all concerned and seldom had the 
exhibitor made any real effort. 

It was unbusinesslike and unfortunate 
in other respects that several exhibitors 
had not briefed their staff sufficiently as 
to their own products; it is extremely 
irritating to the visitor to be approached 
by someone who offers to be of help but 
when asked simple questions on the firm’s 
products has to apologise and tfy to find 
someone else to answer. The excuses 
made, on occasions, were so stupid as to 
be unbelievable, but then this is a fault 
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often met with at exhibitions. 
fault found, even more regrettably, 
among travelling salesmen (or sales 
representatives as they prefer to be 
called), 

On the other hand, the questions must 
often. be senseless and made without 
proper thought. Who asks the questions? 
Not enough London and Home Counties 
architects for certain, because far too few 
attend this or other exhibitions. This 
particular display had but forty stands, 
but there was a wealth of information 
available even if, at times, it had to be 
well and truly excavated under pressure. 
The ignorance of the Thermal Insulation 
(Industrial Buildings) Act, which has 
been in force since January 1 this year, 
in spite of Press reports and summaries, 
is very great. Ask any manufacturer of 
thermal insulation material for confirma- 
tion of that statement! 

The cobbler, traditionally, is badly 
shod whilst the architect has the reputa- 
tion of living in the draughtiest of houses 

cold and, among other faults, suffering 
from condensation troubles. A visit to 
this exhibition, if he be willing to learn, 
could help many an architect to raise his 
own standard of living, let alone that of 
his family, friends and clients.

Norwich Street Project 


HAT is thought to be the first 
experiment of its kind, initiated in 
Norwich by the Civic Trust in conjunc- 
tion with the City Council, is now near- 
ing completion. This is the Magdalen- 
street Project—an attempt to show how 
greatly the appearance of a given area 
can be improved by the combined efforts 
of all concerned, at a relatively modest 
cost to each. 

By May, nearly all the buildings within 
the area will have been repainted to an 
overall scheme designed for the street as 
a whole; many fascias and shop fronts 
will have been changed; shops will have 
new blinds; unsightly signs will have been 
removed; new street lighting bracketed 
from the buildings will have replaced the 
columns; there will be new traffic signs, 
new bus shelters and stop signs; a waste 
plot will have been planted. It is hoped 
that character and vitality may thus be 
restored to a street that has slowly, 
through piece-meal change and in spite 
of its many buildings of architectural 
merit, lost much of its charm and air of 
importance. The official opening will be 
on May 8 by Mr. Duncan Sandys, PC, 
MP, President of the Trust. 

The project arose out of discussions 
between the city authorities and the Civic 
Trust in the autumn of 1957. The Civic 
Trust appointed as consultant architect 
Mr. Misha Black, OBE, RDI, PPSIA, 
with whom five local architects have 
worked upon the detailed proposals. The 
Civic Trust has made itself responsible, 
where applicable, for architectural and 
design fees; all other costs are being 
borne by the participating property 





owners and occupiers within the area. 
The local authority, the Ministry of 
Transport and the local omnibus com- 
pany are among the other bodies actively 
collaborating. 

A number of other local authorities 
are already exploring the possibility of 
initiating similar projects in their own 
localities, Stoke-on-Trent has, in fact, 
begun work on a scheme for the centre 
of Burslem to coincide with the city’s 
jubilee in 1960. 


RIBA Recognition of Course 


THe Hammersmith College of Art and 
Building, where together some are taught 
to design buildings, some the professions 
and crafts with which to build them, and 
others a craft or art with which to enrich 
them, has been notified by the Royal 
Institute of British Architects that their 
full-time three-year course of architec- 
tural training has been recognised by the 
Institute as exemption from the Inter- 
mediate Examination and that their full- 
time five-year Diploma course in Archi- 
tecture has been recognised as exemption 
from the Final Examination—with ‘the 
exception of Part III, which concerns an 
examination of the student in his prac- 
tical office experience and professional 
conduct and practice. 


Park-lane Hotel Project

Council Approve Special Committee's First Four Recommendations 


AT THE RIBA CounciL MEETING on April 7, Recom- 
mendations Nos. 1 to 4 inclusive of the Second Report 
of the Constitutional Committee were formally approved, 
and the text of them is published below. This decision 
was briefly reported in our last issue. There were several 
points, however, on which it was felt that the text needed 
some clarification and the following notes are provided 
by the RIBA to that end. 

Under the proposed new constitution, the Council will 
consist of 63 elected members (Rec. 2(a)), plus certain 
ex officio officers to be decided. Ali members will vote 
annually to fill ten places on the national list of candidates 
(Rec. 2(c)). Additionally, all members. outside London 
and Middlesex will also vote for one place, every three 
years, to return a local Allied Society representative from 
their local constituency (Rec. 2(d)). 

The ‘ regions’ referred to in Recommendation 2(d) and 
elsewhere are the same thing as * groups of Allied Societies,” 
and the regional representatives are in fact the Allied 
Society representatives. There will in future be no members 
outside London and Middlesex who are not members of 
their appropriate Allied Society. 

Certain of the older established Societies, who possess 
local premises and other liabilities, charge an additional 
local subscription—which may be of the order of £2 a 


head—over and above the RIBA subscription. Some of 
these have said that they will be unable to carry on their 
present activities if they cease to charge such a subscription. 
Under the proposed new arrangements they will still be 
able to charge a local subscription or fee, if they wish, for 
participation in certain activities or for the enjoyment of 
facilities built up over the years from local funds, but they 
will not be able to make it obligatory on all members to 
participate or to pay extra subscriptions. By and large, 
however, it is the older Societies, with their additional 
subscriptions, who at present have only a minority of local 
RIBA members in membership. By contrast there are a 
number of flourishing Allied Societies embracing the great 
majority of RIBA members in their areas, who manage 
their affairs without raising any additional subscriptions 
from their members, over and above the grant received 
from RIBA headquarters. It is hoped that in the future the 
necessity for raising additional local subscriptions within 
the Allied Societies will gradually wither away, but this 
is a matter which will be left entirely to the membership 
of the local Societies to settle in their own ways. 

Recommendations Nos. | to 4 constitute only the first 
part of the Committee’s Second Report. The remaining 
recommendations will be considered by the Council at their 
May meeting. 


SECOND REPORT OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL COMMITTEE (Recommendations 1 to 4) 


INCE our first ‘Interim Provisional 
Report’ to the Council in Novem- 
ber, 1958, we have reviewed our earlier 
recommendations in the light of com- 
ments made at the Special General 
Meeting, written comments received from 
the Allied Societies, as well as contribu- 
tions received separately from Chapters 
and Branches and individual members. 
We now recommend the Council to 
approve the following measures in prin- 
ciple : = 


PART I—RECOMMENDATIONS 


Recommendation 1 
That members of Council should be 
elected by postal ballot, in part nation- 
ally by the general body of members 
at home and overseas, and in part 
regionally through the Allied Societies 
in the United Kingdom. 


Recommendation 2 
(a) That the Council should consist of 
63 elected members, comprising 30 
nationally elected, 27 regionally 
elected from England and Wales, 
four from Scotland, one from 
Northern Ireland and one from the 
Republic of Ireland. 

(b) That each elected representative 
should serve for three years (with a 
maximum of six as at present). 

(c) That, in the case of nationally 
elected members, one-third should 
retire each year, giving rise to an 
annual election of 10 members. 

(d) That, so far as regional voting is 
concerned, England and Wales 
should be divided for voting pur- 
poses into three main regions, or 
groups of Allied Societies (see 


Appendix A), each region having 
nine representatives; that each of 
these three groups should elect its 
nine representatives every third 
year, giving rise to one regional 
election annually from each region 
in turn; and that in every case 
Allied Society members should vote 
only for candidates in their own 
‘constituency ° (each * constituency ° 
to consist of an Allied Society area, 
or, in the case of certain larger 
Societies, one or more Chapters 
within the Society's area). 


(e) That the national and regional elec- 
tions should be held at the same 
time each year, and organised from 
Portland Place. 


That national nominations should 
be made by the RIBA Council, or 
by any seven individual members 
as at present. Regional nominations 
should be made by the Allied 
Societies’ Councils, or by any seven 
individual members in the appro- 
priate area. Voting, and the right 
of nomination, to be restricted to 
corporate members of the RIBA. 


(g) That the method of appointment of 
representatives from Scotland and 
Ireland should be determined after 
further discussion with representa- 
tives of the organisations concerned. 
That copies of the report be sent to 
the RIAS, the RSUA and the RIAI, 
with a request to consider the prin- 
ciples enunciated in~- regard to 
methods of election; and that they 
be informed of the Council’s hope 
that they can consider some method 


of electing their representatives by 
postal ballot. 

Recommendation 3 
That membership of the appropriate 

Allied Society should be automatic on 

membership of the RIBA. Students, 

RIBA, should also be automatically 

members, in the appropriate classes, of 

the Allied Societies. Probationers, 

RIBA may be enrolled with Allied 

Societies on payment of a local sub- 

scription, if required. (The position in 

Scotland and Ireland to be decided 

later after further reference to the 

Organisations concerned.) 

Recommendation 4 

(a) That finance allocated from head- 
quarters to the Allied Societies 
should be in the form of annual 
block grants (subject to triennial 
review), in lieu of the present per 
capita rebates. 

(b) That those Allied Societies who 
wish, continue to raise funds locally, 
but such additional financial con- 
tributions to be on a voluntary basis 
so far as RIBA members are con- 
cerned, 

(c) That the Allied Societies, if they 

wish, should continue to elect to 
local membership non-members of 
the RIBA on payment of local sub- 
scriptions. Such local members not 
to have voting rights in RIBA elec 
uions. 
That the case for the formation of a 
new Allied Society to cover the Lon- 
don and Middlesex area does not 
appear to have widespread support, 
and that no further action on this 
account be taken. 
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PART Hi—EXPLANATION AND 
COMMENT BY THE COMMITTEE 


Recommendations 1 to 4 

THESE recommendations should be 
considered together. While there is cer- 
tainly room for variation in the detailed 
provisions outlined in recommendations 
2 and 4, the principles stated in recom- 
mendations | and 2—basing the regional 
elections on the Allied Societies, and 
automatic membership of the Societies— 
are fundamentally interdependent. 

These principles were approved by a 
large majority, both of Allied Societies 
and of members attending the Special 
General Meeting. Certain of the larger 
Societies, however, who have their own 
local subscriptions, added the rider that 
they would be opposed to the scheme 
if, as a result of its operation, they were 
financially worse off. We feel that this 
is not a problem which can be deter- 
mined in isolation. The present position 
whereby financial rebates are paid out 
from headquarters to Societies containing 
only a minority of Jocal RIBA members 
is also unsatisfactory. Similarly, a num- 
ber of chapters of certain Societies com- 
plain that they receive an inadequate 
share of the moneys paid to the main 
Societies. 

We have, as one of our terms of refer- 
ence, to review the whole question of the 
structure and the finances of the Allied 
Societies, as well as some boundary de- 
limitation questions. Given good will, and 
accepting the automatic enrolment of all 
RIBA members in the Allied Societies, 
as well as the flexibility of the block 
grant system of financial allocations to 
them, we feel that solutions to Jocal fin- 
ancial difficulties can be achieved which 
will be fair to all. These problems will, 
however, take some time to sort out, and 
will require detailed individual consulta- 
tions with the local Societies, who will, 
of course, have the main say in the distri- 
bution of funds within their own areas. 

The idea of the block grant system in 
lieu of the per capita rebate system, has 


the support of the Finance Committee, 
on the grounds that the administrative 
procedure involved in obtaining and 
checking the Allied Societies’ annual lists, 
for the purpose of assessing the rebates 
due, is extremely onerous and wasteful 
of staff time and energy at both head- 
quarters and the Allied Society. 

The block grant system willl have the 
additional advantage that both RIBA 
headquarters and the local Society will 
know im advance the amount of the 
annual grant due. This will simplify the 
preparation of budgets. 

These grants would be regarded as a 
basic allowance to cover minimum secre- 
tarial and organisational expenses, taking 
into account the volume and scale of local 
activities. Societies in the Home Counties 
area, a number of whose members live 
sufficiently close to London to take advan- 
tage of activities organised at Portland 
Place, would have a relatively lower rate 
of grant in this respect. 

After reference to the Finance Com- 
mittee, we have worked within the 
general financial context that the global 
sum available for allocation to the Allied 
Societies will not be less, but may not 
be substantially more, than at present. 
However, we have noted the creation of 
the Development Fund as a basis for 
expanding the work and activities of the 
RIBA throughout the country. While 
this Fund should obviously not be used 
for routine expenditure, it could be 
regarded as a possible source of financial 
backing for a particular Society, wishing 
to undertake, with the approval of 
Council, some important new local 
activity, exhibition or campaign, in the 
general interests of the profession and of 
architecture. 

In regard to recommendations | and 
2, before arriving at our final views, we 
considered at some length, and rejected, 
a proposal that members of the RIBA 
should be allocated to the Allied Societies 
only for enrolment on local electoral 
rolls, for the purpose of voting for the 
regional representatives to the RIBA

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Council. While this proposal would have 
had the advantage of expediency (since 
it would in itself have raised no prob- 
lems concerning the finances and mem- 
bership of the Allied Societies), it would 
have had the serious disadvantage that, 
in some areas, particularly where the 
local Societies at the moment contain 
only a minority of the corporate mem- 
bers of the RIBA in the area, it would 
open the way to the development of local 
antagonisms and rival groups. Conflict 
between the Allied Society and non- 
Allied Society candidates might develop, 
which the system of election could do 
nothing to resolve but only exacerbate. 
In theory, at least, under this system, not 
a single provincial representative need be 
a member of the local Societies. This 
could \have bad consequences also not 
only from the point of view of local 
representation on the Council, but also 
from that of representation -of the 
Council’s views to the local regions. 

For similar reasons we rejected a 
further proposal that regional represen- 
tatives should be elected from 
geographical areas, regardless of the 
membership or the boundaries of the 
Allied Societies. 

In proposing that the regional repre- 
sentatives should be elected through the 
medium of the Allied Societies, we con- 
sider it essential that the Societies should 
become, if in fact they are not so already, 
fully representative of all the RIBA 
members within their areas. This again 
emphasises the interdependence of these 
recommendations.

APPENDIX A 


Suggested grouping of Allied Societies for 
the purpose of Regional Elections to the 
RIBA Council. 


THE SCHEME is based very roughly on 
an average ratio of 1 representative to 
400 members, although in small Societies 
and in very scattered areas the ratio is 
lower. When an Allied Society has more 
than one representative, it is intended that 
these shall be elected separately from the 
main chapter areas within the Society, 
e.g. Birmingham and Coventry. The 
actual sub-division of the areas of the 
larger Societies for this purpose is a 
matter, however, for local discussion 
within each Society

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NEW BRICK DESIGN 
Building Trials at Aylesbury 
From a Correspondent 


NEW type of hollow clay-brick 

which forms a cavity wall in one 
unit without ties—has been designed and 
developed at the Building Research 
Station. The hollow brick completely 
changes the traditional British pattern of 
clay brick which has existed in its present 
form for hundreds of years. Yet only 
a comparatively small change in techni- 
que will be required by the bricklayer. 

A group of four bungalows, designed by 
Mr. F, B. Pooley, FRIBA, Consultant Archi 
tect to the Aylesbury Borough Council, is 
the first building in this country to be con- 
structed with the new type of bricks. In 
Mr. Pooley’s opinion: * This is the best thing 
that -has happened for the building industry 
since the war. 

The bricks are perforated and are therefore 
lighter than the standard solid brick, volume 
for volume; this should lead to quicker lay- 
ing. The air spaces in the bricks provide the 
necessary thermal insulation and assist the 
manufacturer in drying and firing. The 
design also lends itself to 
mechanised production. Two 
firms ‘have so far co-operated 
in the development. The 
Eastern Counties Brick Com- 
pany have manufactured an 
earlier design of horizontally 
perforated brick and have 
built an office block with it 
The Sussex and Dorking 
Brick Company, Ltd., have 
manufactured enough of the 
vertically perforated bricks 
for the bungalows at Ayles 
bury 


Research Work 

Research work included a 
study of bricks and brick- 
works on the Continent, 
where hollow clay blocks 
have been used for many 
years. But the new bricks 
had to be designed to meet 


British conditions Conti 


nental brickwork is nearly always rendered 
externally for rain exclusion. In this country, 
however, we have a tradition of facing brick- 
work and the need to maintain this yet pro- 
vide rain-resistant bricks is an example of 
the research problems. It was also necessary 
to make the new bricks strong enough for 
use in place of the existing type of cavity 
wall, Resistance to fire was another require 
ment. 

In principle, it is simple to remedy the 
shortcomings of the standard solid brick. 
In practice, however, there are many pitfalls 
and in the last hundred years or so most 
of the new designs invented and patented 
have either never been manufactured or have 
failed to become established 


Standard Formats 


In designing the bricks—called V.5—the 
Building Research Station believes that it 
has met these requirements. The standard 
formats recommended and used at Aylesbury 
are 8§ x 83 x 2% ins. and 8% x 8% x 44 ins., so 
that with 3 in. bed and vertical joints the 
design and building sizes are respectively 
9x9xX3 and 9x 9x44 ins. This gives com- 
patibility with the form of existing bricks 


Diagrams of courses being laid and plans of courses 
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and involves the least interference with exist 
ing building technique. The 9 x 9 x 3 format, 
for example, with its hollowed out handhold 
in the centre and 50 per cent air space by 
perforation can be laid as easily as one nor 
mal brick because it is only the same weight 
although twice the volume. 

The whole range ef other sizes, including 
one or two types 134 ins. long, can be pro- 
duced to give greater scope to the architect 
In other words, the principle may be applied 
in providing the designer with at least two 
different lengths and several different course- 
thicknesses, Obviously, a perforated brick 
must be handled with more care and BRS 
is now studying brick-packing methods

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Building Regulations 
and Contemporary Architecture 


A CASE FOR A 


NEW APPROACH 


By F. D. Entwisle, ARICS, AMIStructE, AMIMunE, AIAS 
Building Surveyor, City of Sheffield, in the Dept. of the City Engineer 


ik has been said that Englishmen appear 

to have the ability to make their 
rather complex legislation work. The 
cynic, however, may well ask just how 
well they make it work. 

This query can certainly be raised with 
some justification so far as building regu- 
lations (outside London) are concerned. 
A cursory perusal of the by-laws at pre- 
sent in force as to the submission of plans 
emphasises the fact that the procedure 
set out for dealing with building pro- 
posals cannot be applied with any degree 
of efficiency to modern buildings of 
reasonable size. 

The existing arrangements were geared 
to deal with building construction com- 
prising brickwork, masonry and car- 
pentry with probably a small proportion 
of steelwork, full particulars of which 
could be readily indicated on the usual 
4 in. scale plans and quite easily scru- 
tinised for compliance with the by-law 
requirements within the limited period 
prescribed by the by-laws. 

The more complicated and varied 
modern designs can neither be fully indi- 
cated on the } in. scale plans nor pro- 
perly scrutinised within this time limit. 

The fact that our mastery of compro- 
mise plus a series of gentlemen’s agree- 
ments between the architect and muni- 
cipal surveyor enables the system to work 
to some degree, does not excuse the situa- 
tion. It does, however, reflect consider- 
able credit on the patience and good 
temper of both the architectural and sur- 
veying professions. 

The present series of by-laws intro- 
duced several revolutionary changes, dis- 
pensing with many specification clauses 
as to both materials and construction, and 
so allowing greater freedom of design. 


Contemporary Problems 


Contemporary architecture, however, 
over the past few years, with the great 
variety of new materials and types of con- 
struction available for use in building, has 
introduced further problems on which the 
building by-laws give little detailed guid- 
ance, and more regrettably allows so 
little time for these new problems to be 
investigated before a decision can be 
given. 

The by-law requirements as to general 
construction are not unduly obstructive, 
the mandatory requirements as to weather 
resistance and structural stability being 
quite clear, and leave open the way for 
ahy new materials and methods which the 
architect or his engineer may wish to use 
provided proof of: their ability can be 
obtained. 

It is this latter point that gives rise to 
difficulty, particularly as time is so often 
limited, and the supporters of still greater 
freedom in building should remember that 


at some time someone has to give an 
Official decision as to whether or not a 
material or mode of construction will per- 
form the functional requirement of the 
appropriate by-law. 

An official who is not satisfied or is not 
given sufficient information as to the per- 
formance of a material or type of con 
struction is but carrying out his duties 
in refusing approval. 

If the municipal building surveyor can 
be accused of extreme caution in such 
matters, numerous architects are too often 
guilty of over-confidence and even wishful 
thinking in their enthusiastic clamour for 
the approval for new untried materials 
and methods; a ‘little bit of what you 
fancy’ is not always in the best interest 
of either the client or general public. 


Need for Control 


Whilst it would be foolish and ridicu- 
lous to adopt a nolicy of unjustifiable 
restriction on new approaches to building 
construction, it is equally wrong to press 
for the use of materials and construction 
methods with unknown and doubtful per 
formance standards. Irresponsibility is 
more to be deplored than over-caution, 
particularly in matters relating to struc- 
tural stability. Liberty can all too readily 
act as a cloak for licence. The experience 
gained by past generations should not be 
lightly discarded. 

The introduction of any new control of 
building brings certain hazards, particu- 
larly if the problem involved has noi 
been the subject of previous experience. 
The fire resistance requirements in the 
present by-laws are a case in point, for 
this control, although both necessary and 
welcome, has given rise to considerable 
practical difficulties in application. 
Numerous anomalies have been experi- 
enced and stringent and expensive protec- 
tions are often required out of propor- 
tion to their fire-resisting value to the 
building in question, a sorry burden to 
carry for 10 years. 

This emphasises the futility of making 
by-laws without previous meticulous and 
ruthless examination to eliminate undue 
restrictions and anomalies. There is a 
very strong case for more frequent revi- 
sions or the framing of by-laws in such 
a way as to readily allow for changes in 
technique. 


Simplicity and Elasticity 

The answer may well lie in a more 
simple code of regulations limited te the 
setting out of a degree of performance 
for the essential functions of various 
buildings. 

Appropriate British Standards Specifi- 
cations and Codes of Practice would be 
deemed to satisfy the by-law standards of 
performance, augmented where necessary 
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by very carefully selected ‘deemed to 
satisfy ’ clauses. 

These latter clauses require ruthless 
investigation before inclusion, for they 
provide a yardstick by which any new 
material or mode of construction must 
be measured, and in consequence can 
quite easily become restrictive as time 
passes and science puts more materials 
and devices at the disposal of the build- 
ing industry. 

The framing of by-laws should be such 
as to allow full use to be made of the 
wealth of knowledge now at the disposal 
of the excellent research organisation 
which should play an_ increasingly 
important part in the future of the indus- 
try. 


Teamwork 


The deficiency in real teamwork in the 
building industry and allied professions 
is apparent to all and has been the sub- 
ject of much discussion in recent years. 

Perhaps in no other industry are the 
parties concerned so remote from each 
other both in training and approach. 
Even the professional sides fail to meet 
until their training is finished and their 
habits and outlook fixed. On one side 
we have the architect who too often 
enters the field of actual building prac- 
tically straight from the monastic seclu- 
sion of university training. On the other 
hand the building inspector and clerk of 
works, with a wealth of practical experi- 
ence and often sound technical training, 
have too often little appreciation of the 
architect’s problems. 

Between these two extremes lie the 
structural engineers, surveyors and spe- 
cialists amongst whom efficient co-opera- 
tion is too often. lacking. 

Separated from these by a gulf often 
too difficult to bridge is the building con- 
tractor, who, after ail, has to carry out 
the work and make it pay. 

The bringing together in the training 
stage and afterwards is a vital and urgent 
problem and, although not the concern 
of this article, has a direct bearing on the 
making and administration of building 
regulations. 

This weakness in co-operation has in 
past years applied to the making of build- 
ing by-laws, for in spite of the wide repre- 
sentation of the professions and industry 
on the advisory committee the persons 
most closely concerned in this matter 
always. appear to take little concerted 
action in the early and vital part in the 
life of any new series. 


Outmoded Methods 


The method of making building by- 
laws, like so many matters relating to 
building control, is outmoded and unsuit- 
able for modern building. 

The publication of a completed model 
series by the appropriate Government 
Department prefaced by a memorandum 
suggesting. general acceptance by. local 
authorities has encouraged the regrettable 
habit of considerable publicity heralding 
the publication of a new series, when all 
and sundry join the clamour as to the 
effects of any proposed changes, followed 
by a complacent acceptance of difficulties 
caused by such changes. 
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BATH-TIME TYPES No.1 
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selected for the Design 
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The clamour and argument should 
wage before a series is printed, not after. 
To achieve this the Minister and Com- 
mittee concerned should follow the 
example of the British Standards Institu- 
tion and publish a draft of any proposed 
by-laws and circulate it for comment. This 
procedure is adopted for Codes of Prac- 
tice and would appear to work efficiently. 
Such an arrangement should be equally 
successful for building by-laws, and would 
at least encourage criticism at an early 
stage and provide ample opportunity for 
amendment and adjustment. The series 
when finally published could then be 
accepted by all authorities, and at last a 
uniform code would apply throughout the 
country. 

Whilst the constructional side of the by 
law problem is under review the legal 
aspect governing dealing with applications 
should be given consideration with a view, 
if possible, to formulating a legal method 
of considering modern building problems 
within the present framework of Public 
Health Law. There is a very good case 
for the making of a special Building Act 
for the whole country in lieu of the 
numerous enactments now dealing with 
building control. Progress in technique 
should be matched by equivalent pro- 
gress in administration. 

It would be most useful if a building 
proposal could be given by-law approval 
in principle at an early stage in the pro- 
ceedings, followed by later official 
approvals of the various constructional 
and specialist details at appropriate stages. 
Such an arrangement would be most help 
ful to both sides and would eliminate the 
fantastic haste that usually precedes an 
official decision. This arrangement would 
also prevent the regrettable spectacle of 
well-drawn plans, horribly disfigured by 
the many copious hurried notes and 
alterations at present required to reassure 
local authority surveyors of the intention 
of the architect to comply with the by 
law requirements, but of doubtful assist- 
ance to the engineers, surveyors, clerks of 
works and building inspeciors who are 
finally responsible for ensuring actual 
compliance with the by-law requirements 
on the site. 


Call for Joint Effort 
Whilst few people would deny the need 
for a building code—in fact there is much 
to be suid for the application of such a 


code to all building works—everyone 
whose work is affected by this control is 
aware of the serious defects in the pre- 
sent arrangement. 

Many detailed suggestions as to amend- 
ments are required and will no doubt be 
made by various interested persons, but 
first we must agree on a new approach, 
and the sooner this matter is given both 
attention and publicity by the organisa- 
tions concerned the better for the future 
of the building industry and the allied 
professions. 

If half the energy usually expended on 
fruitless argument after the issue of a new 
by-law series could be brought to bear on 
the subject of building by-laws now, the 
next model series would inspire rather 
than frustrate and be worthy of our build- 
ing heritage. 


EVERYDAY THINGS

LXXVI.—Water Closets 
HERE was a time when we had to 
speak of we’s in hushed voices: in 
fact, we used the word ‘lavatory’ 
instead—and still do—and I therefore feel 
a little diffident about drawing attention 
to such a delicate subject. I feel, how- 
ever, there is a history worth recording in 
the development of this unmentionable 
piece of household equipment. Everyone 
will know The Specialist and its classic 
story of the Three-Holer. 

I cannot hope to compete with that, 
but I do recall that as a boy it was my 
joy to spend much time at an old 
monastery turned into a farmhouse, 1066 
and all that, which had Saxon windows 
in the cowsheds. At the end of the build- 
ing and approached from the garden was 
a Two-Holer—one large and one small 
which I think clearly indicated that there 
was no mock modesty in those days. 

This is by no means the only one | 
have met at the bottom of the garden, and 
I am sure there are many still to be found 
in country districts. | would advocate the 
principle even to-day where it is con- 
venient to build them outside—latest 
single model, of course! 

When piped water supplies and wate: 
borne sewage became necessary owing tu 
dense populations, the we was brought 
into the house, although it was quite a 
long time before it was universally 
accepted as a nice thing to have about 


the place. Resistance to the idea, how- 
ever, gradually broke down and to-day 
no house would be tolerated without it. 
This, together with the other plumbing 
innovation of the fixed bath, introduced 
planning complications. 

I do not Know what the very first water 
closets were like, but I do know that in 
the * better’ houses they became rather 
magnificent affairs with a large, wide, 
mahogany display of top and panelled 
front with a china pan of Spode or Doul- 
ton ware decorated in blue willow pattern 
or other floral effect. 

They were generally raised on a plat- 
form from the floor and perhaps this is 
how they got the title of ‘ thrones.’ These 
usually had a syphonic action operated 
by pull-up handles. Others, no doubt to 
spare embarrassment and provide added 
amenity at the same time, had a skeleton 
cane seated chair placed over the pan 
which gave it dignity. I have one such 
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in my own house, as my sketch shows, 
and it never fails to evoke delighted com- 
ment. 

The early form of pan, with its flushing 
system, was the cause of a considerable 
amount of research to prevent smells, 
and it was some time before the early 
traps to form a seal were brought into 
use. Messrs. Doultons, with many other 
firms now household names, produced an 
enamelled stoneware closet pan, with pan 
and syphon trap complete, which was 
sold at 3s. 9d. 

The water supply to these fittings came 
from a small tank at high level operated 
by means of a chain which when pulled 
released a valve: this enabled water to 
flow out at pressure and scour round the 
pan. These tanks or cisterns were called 
* water waste preventers’ or * waste-nots ° 
and are still with us, although improve 
ments have been made from time to time 
with the low-level cistern and the push 
button syphonic device. 

The desire for change and decoration 
has brought colour back into the pans 
with floral decorations, and I saw a fine 
display of seats and flaps the other day 
in a department store, highly decorated

chromium plated we with flexible toilet 
holder and book rest. Still plenty of new 
worlds to be conquered!

SCAFFOLDING MULTI-STOREY FLATS 


Success of Scottish Experiment in Cost Reduction 


ETHODS now adopted by the Scot- 

tish Special Housing Association 
Ltd.’s direct labour organisation for the 
building of no-fines concrete walls for 
blocks of flats, up to 10 storeys in height, 
have eliminated the use of the normal 
forest of scaffolding. The only form of 
scaffolding required for the building of 
the walls has consisted of angle brackets 
bolted through the walls to back plates, 
and so constructed as to be easily adjust- 
able in height. These have provided the 
supports. for the external shutters, 
together with a protected gangway for 
men ‘bolting up the shutters. On multi- 
storey projects the brackets have been 
struck and refixed as the walls rose, so 
that at no time has there been more than 
two rows of scaffold brackets in position. 
This has, we gather, proved a_ very 
economical method. 

A report prepared by the Association's 
construction manager states: 

It has always seemed a contradiction, 
following the construction of walls and 
roof, to have had to erect the traditional 
scaffold simply to provide access for the 
roughcaster, and with 3- and 4-storey 


flats, which have a pitched roof, there is 
still no easy solution to this problem. On 
the second pair of 10-storey flats at Tory- 
glen, Glasgow, however, the flat roofs 
gave the opportunity of trying out a new 
method for roughcasting, that of using 
a ‘ hanging scaffold.’ One block has now 
been roughcasted complete, and the work 
is in progress on the other block, which it 
is expected to be completed in another two 
weeks’ time. A fairly direct comparison 
can be made in respect of man/hours 
saved by comparison with the first two 
10-storey blocks, where traditional scaf- 
folding was used for roughcasting, 
although allowances have to be made for 
differences in areas covered and in 
specification. 
Method of Operation 

The ‘hanging scaffold’ consists of a 
train of cradles, each fitted with a pair 
of hand winches, the cradles being linked 
together in articulated fashion to cover 
the entire length of one wall at a time. 


These are supported by the winch cables 
attached to steel joist outriggers bolted

sentatives of the operatives in initial 
discussions with them, owing to this 
being an untried method, but this was 
overcome. The equipment and method 
has now been highly praised by these 
same representatives in the light of the 
experience of their use. 

With normal scaffolding a framework 
is provided which is static and provides, 
when boarded out, a gangway at every 
6 ft. interval or so, only one of which 
can be used at one time. Not only that, 
as roughcasters work down the face of 
the building, they have to move their 
scaffold boards with them, as well as the 
boards and trays used for the actual 
roughcasting. With the hanging scaffold, 
a single platform, decked complete, with 
men and tools, moves to any desired 
position in the height of the building by 
the simple operation by the roughcasters 
of the winches. There is therefore great 
economy in equipment and in men’s 
time.

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The time recorded against the erecting 
and dismantling of traditional scaffolding 
on the earlier 10-storey blocks was 592 
man/hours per block. The area of wall 
covered was 1,972 sq. yds., giving 0.3 
man/hours per sq. yd. The time 
recorded against the erection, movement 
from one face to another, and dis- 
mantling of the hanging scaffold on the 
10-storey block just completed is 3234 
man/hours. The area of wall covered 
was 2,013 sq. yds., giving 0.16 man/hours 
per -q. yd. This was the first trial, and 
with the surmounting of _ teething 
troubles, it is expected to reduce this by 
30 per cent on the second block, giving 
more than 50 per cent saving on the time 
for traditional scaffolding. 


The time recorded against the rough- 
casting on the earlier blocks, using tradi- 
tional scaffolding, was 2,271 man/hours 
per block. The specification was for 2 
wet coats with a dry dash finish. This 
can be regarded as two applications, the 
dry dash being applied at the same time 
as the second wet coat. The total area 
coated was 2,346 sq. yds. per block, but 
this included the extra work of forming 
3 in. smooth cement bands at every

second storey on one block, and forming 
bellcasts at each storey on the other. This 
is equivalent to an average of 0.48 man/ 
hours per sq. yd. for each separate coat 
of roughcast. On the block just finished, 
using the hanging scaffold, the rough- 
casters’ time has been 2,402} man/hours. 
The specification was for 3 coats with a 
dry dash finish, which can be regarded 
as 3 applications. The total area coated 
was 2,246 sq. yds. per block (this included 
270 sq. yd. of 3 coat smooth render). 
This is equivalent to an average of 0.36 
man/hours per sq. yd. for each separate 
coat of roughcast. Putting it another way, 
the men have applied 3 coats with the 
hanging scaffold in little over the time 
that they applied 2 coats when using tradi- 
tional scaffolding. 

An illustration of the speed attained 
is the typical example of a face 30 ft. in 
width and 80 ft. in height having the 
finishing coat, including dry dashing, 
applied in 54 hours. A further important 
point is that the great reduction in time 
in moving down from one stage to 
another eliminates almost completely the 
danger of unsightly lines showing on the 
finishing coat.

Controversy Over Extensions to County Hall, Taunton 


IVERGENT views on the style of 

the proposed new building were 
expressed at a recent meeting of Somerset 
County Council, when the decision was 
taken (as reported in our last issue) to 
promote an architectural competition for 
a £400,000 extension to County Hall, 
Somerset, The competition is expected 
to cost £5,250, and assessors will be 
appointed by the RIBA. 


Opening the debate at the day’s meeting, 
the chairman of the estates committee, 
Mas.-Gen. R. Evans, recalled that the 
Council had already said the new building 
should be ‘broadly comparable’ with 
County Hall. While the estates committee 
were unanimous in regard to its internal 
planning and equipment, they were not 
entirely at one concerning the exterior. Some 
were in favour of an ultra-modern exterior 
and others wanted it generally in harmony 
but not a replica—with their present build- 
ing and with The Crescent opposite. 

Mr. G. R. SARGEANT sought an assurance 
that The Crescent buildings would not be 
subject to ‘further desecration.” 


Replying to various points raised, MaJ.- 
Gen. EvANs said they did not want to tie 
the architects down beyond indicating the 
desire for the best possible interior lay-out 
and * general conformity with the 
surreundings.” 

Mr. S. C. MORLAND, referring to the ques 
tion ef exterior materials, said to use the 
same as those in the present County Hall 
would cost a fantastic sum. What they 
wanted was an efficient office block in har- 
mony with the rest of the surroundings. 


Mr. LLoyp Fox hoped the Council would 
eschew any idea of a glass and steel build- 
ing and go in for one which, in future years, 


would still be regarded as a good building. 
They did not want a place where they would 
have Henry Moore statues or friezes by 
Picasso. Such would be doing a disservice 
to Taunton 


Mrs. A. Rippick thought it the duty of a 
public authority to build in the idiom of 
their time while preserving harmony with 
the surroundings. 


Mr. M. A. JEANES pointed out that they 
already had two different styles of architec 
ture in the County Hall and the Shire Hall; 
perhaps they might well consider a third 
type. 

Replying to a question on the winning 
design, May.-GeEN. Evans said the Council, 
as promoters of the competition, would be 
able to make alterations, if they saw fit, or 
they could reject it. 


Mr. A. W. CLARKE said ‘We don't want 
any steel and concrete monstrosity.’ 


Mr. E. J. NATHAN appealed to the Coun 
cil to be as open-minded as possible. He 
stressed: ‘We should take this opportunity 
of showing that the West of England is pro- 
gressive, and Taunton, although an old 
town, is a progressive one.’ 


Later speakers, including Mrs. E. MILLer 
BarSTOW, stressed the need for the wing to 
be in harmony with the surrounding build 
ings and the neighbourhood. 


The chairman of the County Council, Mr. 
ARNOLD WHitTTaKeR, framed the following 
summary of opinion as a guide to competi 
tors: ‘That this Council hope the building 
will have an identity of its own; that it will 
incorporate the best of modern practice in 
efficiency and economical use of accommo- 
dation; and that it will be in sympathy with 
the architectural features and have regard 
to the amenities of the neighbourhood.” 


INSTITUTE OF CLERKS 
OF WORKS 
77th Anniversary Dinner 


R. D. A. GOLDFINCH, FRIBA, ERD, 

Dipl TP (Leeds), was principal guest 
at the 77th anniversary dinner of the Insti 
tute of Clerks of Works held on April 11, 
at the Connaught Rooms, Great Queen 
street, WC2. In proposing the toast of the 
Institute he said that as chairman of the 
council of the Royal Society of Health he 
recognised the fact that the work done by 
the members of the Institute was closely 
linked with the promotion of health through 
good, sound and safe building. 

At the headquarters of the Royal Society 
of Health, he said, the old Parkes Museum 
had been completely rebuilt and was in the 
process of being equipped as a new Health 
Exhibition Centre which would include 
modern displays of lighting, heating and 
ventilation as well as site investigation, town 
planning, building construction and design. 

In responding to the toast by Mr. Gold 
finch, the president of the Institute, MR 
A. E. Sainssury, said that in celebrating the 
77th anniversary of its foundation it was 
pleasant to recall that the keenness of its 
founder members back in 1882 had been 
greatly encouraged and assisted by archi- 
tects. ‘In fact, he stated, ‘the minutes of 
the early meetings disclose that they were 
held in the offices of Mr. John Oldrid Scott, 
a family name which is respected by all who 
are connected with building. 

‘It ds an undeniable fact.’ he continued, 
‘that the majority of the most important 
buildings in London and throughout the 
country erected during the last 77 years have 
been supervised by members of the Institute 
of Clerks of Works of Great Britain, and is 
very well represented on the buildings in 
progress at the present time. 


Wide Field of Knowledge 

* The science of building—the art of build 
ing—and the philosophy of building cover a 
field of knowledge so wide that it is difficult 
to think of any artistic or scientific activity 
which may not somehow or other be 
involved 

* Our members are the product of years of 
hard endeavour, study and ambition, many 
are skilled mechanics, some are gold medal- 
lists and honours men—some have taught 
and are teaching in technical schools, most of 
us are ex-general foremen, and all of us 
are experienced practical men.’ 

The toast to ‘The Architects, Surveyors 
and Engineers” was proposed by Mr. R. S 
Seviour, MICW, who said, ‘There is a 
considerable lack of knowledge amongst the 
general public as to the extent of the services 
that these men perform. Perhaps they them 
selves are somewhat to blame for this since 
they are not always as prominent as the 
importance of their work merits.” 

Continuing, he said, “We as clerks of 
works know how much the successful accom- 
plishment of a major building or civil 
engineering project depends upon them who, 
from start to finish, have the ultimate respon 
sibility for it being either a success or failure.” 

Mr. G. B. Grubb, vice-president of the 
Institute, proposed the toast ‘Our Guests,’ 
to which Mr. L. Scott White, OBE, MICE, 
MIStructE, responded.

CORPORATION’S APPEAL AGAINST 
EXTRA CHARGE FOR 
EXCAVATING ROCK ALLOWED 
Court of Appeal, Before Lords Justices 
Hodson, Romer and Pearce 


Dudley Corporation v. 
Parsons and Morrin Ltd. 


HE Court of Appeal, on April 8, 

allowed an appeal by Dudley Corpora- 
tion against Mr. Justice McNair’s judgment 
in favour of Parsons and Morrin, Ltd., 
builders, of Belgrave-road, Edgbaston, 
Birmingham, in respect of the cost of exca- 
vating in rock during the erection of a school 
in Buffery-road, Dudley. 

Mr. GeraLcD Garpiner, QC, for the coun 
cil, said that the contract price was over 
£70,000 and the dispute concerned the 
amount of payment for rock excavation. 

Sir LYNN UNGoED-THomMas, QC, for the 
builders, submitted that the words ‘extra 
only’ in the contract were limited to the 
three preceding items about the heating base- 
ment. It was agreed that £2, not 2s., a cubic 
yard was a reasonable price for excavating 
rock. 

Lorp Justice Hopson said that the coun- 
cil contended that the words applied to all 
the excavation, and that only 2s. a cubic 
yard was payable. He could see nothing to 
displace his first impression that the * extra 
only’ words applied to all the items in the 
excavator section of the contract. It might 
be that the builders took a chance in putting 
in the 2s. figure.

DAMAGES APPEAL FAILS: MAN 
HELD TO BE INDEPENDENT 
CONTRACTOR 
Court of Appeal, Before Lords Justices 
Hodson, Romer and Pearce 


Herbert v. Harold Shaw Ltd. 


HE Court of Appeal decided on April 

10 that a man who was injured by fall- 
ing from a roof while fixing asbestos sheets 
was an independent contractor, and was not 
entitled to damages from the company who 
asked him to do the. work. 

Mr. Albert James Herbert (53), of Corona 
tion-street, Sutton-in-Ashfield, Nottingham 
shire, appealed unsuccessfully against the 
dismissal by Mr. Justice Streatfeild at 
Nottingham Assize of his action against 
Harold Shaw, Ltd., of Rupert-street, 
Ilkeston, Derbyshire. 

Mr. J. R. Bickrorp Smirn, for Mr. 
Herbert, submitted that, as he contracted to 
provide his own labour, he was a servant, 
who was obliged to work personally. 

Lorp Justice Hopson said that the case 
turned on whether Mr. Herbert was em 
ployed in the normal sense of the word, or 
whether he was a contractor. He was his 
own boss, and was an independent man and 
not a servant. The question did not depend 
on whether Mr. Herbert had to do the work 
himself. The contract was essentially not 
one for work, but for the result of work. 
Mr. Herbert had no possible claim against 
the defendants, and had never blamed them 
for his accident. 

Lorps Justices Romer and PErarce 
agreed, and the appeal was dismissed, with 
costs.

TWO SENTENCED FOR STAMP

SENTENCING a brother and sister for con 
spiracy and false pretences in connection 
with building operatives’ cards for a holi- 
days-with-pay scheme, Mr. W. W. Srasp, 
Chairman, at Bedfordshire Quarter Sessions, 
said on April 6 ‘Activities of such a 
nature could wreck this holidays scheme and 
cannot be looked upon as other than most 
serious.” 

Frank McMahon, aged 46, unemployed, 
of Park-street, Luton, was sent to prison for 
15 months on each of nine charges involving 
conspiracy, false pretence, and attempted 
false pretence, the sentences to run concur- 
rently. His sister, Mrs, Dorothy May Dun- 
ville, aged 43, also of Park-street, Luton, 
was sent to prison for six months on each 
of nine similar charges, the sentences to 
run concurrently. Both pleaded Guilty on 
each count. 

Dunville’s husband, Richard Dunville, 
aged 43, records clerk, was granted a con 
ditional discharge for 12 months on a 
charge of conspiracy to which he had 
pleaded Guilty.

WORKERS ON SHORT TIME 


Unemployment Benefit Regulations 
Amended 


THE RIGHT of workers to continue to draw 
unemployment benefit after being on short 
time for a year is preserved by regulations* 
made by Mr. John Boyd-Carpenter, Minister 
of Pensions and National Insurance, which 
operate as from April 8. 

The new regulations have been made as 
a result of a decision given recently by a 
tribunal of Commissioners, the final inde- 
pendent authority in deciding claims for 
benefits under the National Insurance 
Scheme, and are designed to re-establish the 
intended effect of the present regulations 
made in 1948. 

Unemployment benefit is not paid for any 
day in a week in which a worker has done 
his normal week’s work. But under the pre- 
1948 Unemployment Insurance scheme short 
time working was not regarded as a normal 
week's work for this purpose and unemploy- 
ment benefit was payable for the days not 
worked. 

The recent Commissioner's decision has 
made it clear that the present regulations 
must be interpreted to mean that when a 
worker has been on short time for a year 
this is to be regarded as the full extent 
normal in his case, with the result that he 
would then lose unemployment benefit. 

Under the new regulations, no account 
will be taken of short-time working in 
deciding on which days of the week a man 
normally works. The effect will be to pre- 
serve existing rights to unemployment bene- 
fit and benefit will, therefore, continue to be 
paid to workers on short time for the days 
on which they are losing work.

COLOUR OF TILES ON HOUSE 


Eastbourne to Enforce Conformity 
with Plans 


EASTBOURNE TOWN COUNCIL are insisting 
that a newly built £4,850 detached house at 
the corner of Wedderburn-road must be tiled 
in accordance with the plans. It was to have 
had a roof of dark brown tiles, but when 
the roof was put on it was of red clay 
pantiles. 

Owners of neighbouring houses, where the 
roofs are brown-tiled, objected and the 
Council’s building committee asked the 
developers -— the Cameron Land = and 
Development Co., of Ashtead, Surrey—why 
they had not adhered to the approved plans.

He added that every few 
months they got these contraventions of 
approved plans, and nothing was done about 
it.

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IN PARLIAMENT

THE BUDGET 


HE decision of Mr. 

Amory, the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, in his ‘shot-in-the-arm’ 
Budget to restore investment allowances 
in respect of capital expenditure becoming 
due and payable after April 7, was gener- 
ally welcomed during the debate on the 
Budget proposals in the House of Com- 
mons on April 7 when Parliament 
resumed after the Easter recess. The 
debate continued over April 8 and 9. 

Mr. Amory had explained that invest- 
ment allowances were inherently more 
attractive to the recipients than initial allow- 
ances of the same amount because, unlike the 
initial allowances, they were not deducted 
from depreciation claims in later years. 
There were a number of arguments both for 
and against them, but after careful considera- 
tion he thought that in present circumstances 
he must give priority to the need to encourage 
those who were hesitating about the timing 
of their investment plans. The new invest 
ment allowance would fortify the effects of 
the increase in initial allowances made last 
year. 

Immediately after the Budget speech, Mr. 
HuGH GAITSKELL, the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion, said he agreed with the Chancellor's 
decision to restore the investment allow- 
ances. He was glad the Chancellor had done 
so because there were certain advisers in the 
technical Press who were saying that we 
need not bother about investment, we needed 
simply to boost consumption. This, in his 
view, was quite wrong. The Chancellor had 
rightly made much play with the expansion 
in public investment. It was right that public 
investment should be expanded, but in order 
that it could be there must be a large 
public sector. Where would the Government 
be were it not for the nationalised indus- 
tries? The Chancellor would not be boasting 
of the expansion of public investment, he 
would be worrying far more than he was 
about the decline in private investment. 

The Opposition’s main criticisms of the 
Budget were levelled on April 8 by Mr. 
HAROLD WILSON, who maintained that the 
Government had deliberately held back 
industrial recovery last year to set the stage 
for this year’s tax concessions. He chal- 
lenged the Chancellor to tell them why, if 
it was right to encourage expansion, it was 
wrong to do that and to stimulate produc- 
tion a year ago. Had the Chancellor acted 
then, when Mr. Wilson submitted it was 
already safe to do so, not only could they 
have expanded with greater emphasis on 
investment, but they could have avoided 
depression and unemployment. With slack 
in the economy this was the year to build 
more hospitals, including mental hospitals, 
more up-to-date prison accommodation, 
teachers’ training colleges, to carry out the 
clearing of derelict and blighted sites, and 
to make more progress on water and sewer- 
age schemes, as well as on roads. 

It was also a year in which the Government 
should have restored the cuts in the local 
authority housing programme and to have 
provided financial help to do it. Aid from 
the Budget for 100,000 additional local 
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authority houses at £22 10s. subsidy per 
house would have cost less than the beer 
concession. 

Later Mr. Wilson observed that the 
Chancellor would do well, if he could not 
introduce discrimination in the investment 
allowances—the proposal he was sure he 
considered—in favour of more essential as 
against less essential industries, to have 
reserve powers of building licensing to see 
that inessential investment did not once 
again get out of hand, as it did in 1955, 
forcing restrictions all round. 

Mr. REGINALD MAUDLING, the Paymaster- 
General, said that the balance between 
investment and consumption had been very 
well held. To try to expand the total level of 
investment beyond the level of demand was 
to try to waste the resources of the nation. 
The policy of controls set out by the Labour 
Party could not possibly prevent inflation 
and could not possibly prevent a balance of 
payments crisis if a Government was 
determined to pursue inflationary policies. 

A Conservative member, BriG. PRIoR- 
PALMER, referring to increasing local 
authority expenditure, said that to a certain 
extent this was due to Ministerial direction, 
through directives laying down minimum 
standards which hampered local authorities 
in the erection of schools and in other work. 
He implored the Government to realise that 
local authorities experienced great difficulty 
in trying to maintain the standards laid down 
by Ministries. Very often standards which 
were applicable in one case were inapplic- 
able in another and he urged that greater 
flexibility and responsibility should be given 
to local authorities on the question of 
minimum standards and costs. Another 
Conservative, Mr. READER Harris, said he 
was somewhat disappointed that there had 
been no stimulus to house ownership. 

Mr. GRIMOND, leader of the Liberal Party, 
said that if investment allowances were to 
become part of our financial structure, they 
should become a permanent part of it 
There was a great deal to be said for making 
some change in depreciation calculations 
instead of doing that. Changes in the invest- 
ment programme in the public sector might 
be convenient for the Government, but they 
were inconvenient for those who wanted to 
get on with railway modernisation, electri- 
fication and so on. 


Civil Engineering Prospects 
Winding up for the Opposition on April 9, 
Mr. Roy Jenkins believed that the Budget 
stimulus came too late, that it should have 


been tilted more towards investment and 
that there was no indication that it heralded 
any sustained drive towards expansion. 

Mr. F. J. Erroii, Economic Secretary to 
the Treasury, replying for the Government, 
said that in public investment the Economic 
Survey showed a rise in total expenditure 
of £190m. between 1957-58 and 1959-60. 
Of this, £160m. was contributed by the pro- 
grammes of the nationalised industries. 
There was no doubt that this increase in 
activity would mean a year of high and 
intensive activity in the civil engineering 
industries. It would be of valuable assist- 
ance in maintaining high and stable employ- 
ment. 

Many of the programmes of investment 
were intentionally long-term in character 
and could not be started up or stopped 
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suddenly in order to fit in with changes in 
the pattern of demand and investment in the 
country. Mr. Wilson had suggested that the 
‘beer money’ would have been better spent 
on hospitals and that this was the year to 
build more of these and teacher training 
colleges and to make more progress with 
water and sewerage schemes and housing. 

That was exactly what the Government 
were doing. A programme of this sort took 
time to fulfil and they did not want to start 
a programme which might at a later stage 
of its development have to be seriously 
modified. Expenditure on sewerage was 
£3im. in 1956-57. It rose to £34m, in 
1958-59 and would go up to £39m. in the 
coming year. The University Grants Com- 
mittee, including training colleges and the 
like, spent £7m. in 1956-57 and the figure 
would rise to £18m. this year. Similarly 
with hospitals, exenditure on which would 
go up from £16m. to £26m. during the same 
period. The figures, including those for 
water schemes, made a total of £33m. 

In January and February this year there 
was a marked increase in local authority 
housing starts. It suggested that the rise in 
output had already begun. In January and 
February, taken together, no less than 20,700 
houses were started by local authorities com- 
pared with 17,700 in the same period of 
1958, a rise of nearly 20 per cent. 

Throughout the country there was a high 
level of activity and it was continuing steadily 
and to use the word ‘stagnation’ in this 
connection was entirely a mis-use of the 
word. A continual and steady flow of 
economic activity was the phrase he would 
use. 


PUBLIC AND PRIVATE HOUSING 


HEN the Minister of Housing and 
Local Government was asked on April 

7 by Mr. STAN AWBERY how many houses 
were completed by public authorities and 
private enterprise for each of the five years 
preceding the latest available figures, Mr. 
HENRY BROOKE issued the following table:

Mr. Brooke added that he could not fore- 
cast for certain what the building in the 
current year would be, but certainly for the 
five years in the question the average was 
above 300,000 a year. 

Mr. MitTcuison: Is not the Minister aware 
that the number of council houses built last 
year is littke more than half the number 
built five years ago; that the total number 
of houses built last year has also diminished, 
and that his slum clearance campaign has 
resulted in clearing just about half as many 
houses as the local authorities were prepared 
to clear without the campaign? 

Mr. Brooke: When the figures are pub- 
lished they are likely to show that the slum 
clearance campaign has hit the Government's 
target in 1958. These figures certainly show 
that in considerable parts of the country 
the need for new houses is substantially met. 
They also show the tremendous contribution 
made by private enterprise since the Socialist 
shackles on it were struck off.

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Mr. BLeNKINSOP drew attention to this 
table when he spoke during the Budget 
debate the following day. He said it indi- 
cated a dramatic drop in the house building 
activities of local authorities. One worrying 
factor was that, although there had -been 
improvements, which the Opposition had 
noted with pleasure, during the past month. 
it was still true that large numbers of build- 
ing trade workers were out of work through- 
out the country. These workers could now 
be building the houses urgently wanted, 
especially for renting. There was urgent 
need for more houses to rent in our big 
cities and this need could not be met by 
additional private house building for sale. 
The need could be met satisfactorily if the 
Government were prepared to allot a very 
small amount of the windfall at their dis- 
posal to local authorities for this purpose. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Design of a School 

Sin = Matcotm § Stoppart-Scott = asked 
the Minister if he was aware that the West 
Riding County Council had altered the 
exterior appearance of the proposed new 
primary school at Bramhope without the 
authority or permission of, or consultation 
with, the Bramhope District Local Education 
Committee; and if he would, by the revoca- 
tion of planning permission, prevent * another 
tasteless building being erected in vitrolite 
and cedar wood. 

Mr. Bevins: * As I explained in reply to 
a question on March 3, the Minister thinks 
the appearance of school buildings is a 
matter which should be left to local planning 
authorities. He has seen the plans of this 
school and sees no reason to depart from 
this view in the present case.’ 


War Damage Commission 

Mr. Ronatp Russett asked the Chan 
cellor of the Exchequer for how much longer 
he considered it would be necessary to main- 
tain the War Damage Commission in exist- 
ence. 

Mr. Simon, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, wrote in reply on April 9: * No 
date has been yet fixed for winding up the 
War Damage Commission, for which legisla 
tion would be necessary. The completion of 
outstanding cases does not depend on the 
Commission but on when the owners of war 
damage properties are able to carry out the 
work of reinstatement. Although the work 
is Steadily decreasing, war damage payments 
in 1958-59 still amounted to £18.5m. and 
the estimated figure for the next two finan- 
cial years is £17.5m. and £15m. The exist 
ing staff numbers just over 400, having been 
reduced very substantially over recent years. 
It will be reduced still further in the coming 
year." 


Training in Town Planning 

Mr. KENNETH ROBINSON asked the Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies on April 9, 
what facilities were provided by the Govern- 
ment of Kenya, Uganda, Tanganyika, 
Northern Rhodesia, and Nyasaland to enable 
Africans to qualify as specialists in housing 
and town planning. 

Mr. LeENNOX-Boypb: * The Royal Technical 
College, Nairobi, provides courses in archi- 
tecture, civil engineering, and survey, and 14 
Africans from Kenya, Uganda and Tangan- 
yika are at present attending these courses. 


In addition, Government bursaries are pro- 
vided in all the East and Central African 
territories, to enable suitably qualified per- 
sons of any race to study these subjects in 
the United Kingdom.” 


Double- Shift Working 

Sir ALFRED Bossom asked the Parliamen- 
tury Secretary to the Ministry of Works, as 
representing the Lord President of the Coun- 
cil, if he would require the Building Research 
Station to inquire the actual time taken by 
each of the 25-odd trades that enter into the 
construction of an important building, in 
order to ascertain whether it would not be 
advantageous to work double shifts in cer- 
tain of these trades to avoid the slowing 
down of the general building procedure fre- 
quently caused because certain trades did not 
step forward in full harmony with the others. 

Mr. HaRMAR NICHOLLS wrote in reply on 
April 10: ‘The BRS has made extensive 
studies of the principles of programming 
building work ‘and has published papers 
describing suitable methods. These methods 
have been applied by contractors to the type 
of building project referred to in the ques- 
tion. If sufficient labour is available it is 
usually possible to increase the number of 
operatives and keep to the programme on 
single shift working, which has organisa- 
tional and cost advantages over double shift 
working.” 


THE CARAVAN PROBLEM 
New Law Needed, Say Surrey 
Planning Committee 
ie a lengthy report on the problem of 

residential caravans, Surrey Town and 
Country Planning Committee state that 
further legislation is needed to meet it. They 
State that they are convinced that until this 
is available to strengthen the hands of local 
planning authorities in preventing the estab- 
lishment of unauthorised caravan sites and 
in controlling existing sites, both authorised 
and unauthorised, they will be unable fully 
and effectively to contain the problem at its 
present level. 

In view of this, the Committee are to 
submit to the County Councils’ Association 
suggestions for consideration in connection 
with possible new legislation. In the mean- 
time, however, they propose to maintain 
their present policy. 

The Committee’s report revealed that a 
survey in June, 1955, showed that most of 
the caravans were in north-west Surrey, the 
major concentration of sites being in the 
Chertsey and Egham areas and two others in 
the Box Hill area, and the area around Ash 
and Mytchett. By June, 1958, there were 
4,386 residential caravans in the county. 
Population pressure in Surrey generally was 
related to employment and population in 
Greater London. 

The Committee add: ‘Temporary solu- 
tions of the housing problem may have to 
be accepted, but a long-term solution by 
caravan housing is not desirable from a 
public point of view nor, it is believed, is it 
likely to be acceptable to the majority of 
people living in caravans.’ 

The general problem of residentially occu- 
pied caravans in the county appeared to be 
part of the larger problems—housing con- 
trol, location of employment and preserva- 
tion of the Green Belt.

NATIONALISED INDUSTRIES 


Capital Investment Programmes 


A WHITE PAPER published on April 
+4 7 giving the capital investment pro- 
grammes for the coal, electricity and gas 
industries forecasts an increase of £70m. 
in capital expenditure on fixed assets, of 
which an extra £45m. will be spent on 
electricity supply and generation and an 
extra £18m. on coal. Despite the recent 
decline in demand for coal, says the 
White Paper, there was a need for sub- 
stantial investment in the coal industry 
to ensure that future output came as far 
as possible from modernised mining 
capacity. The Minister had accordingly 
approved a programme totalling £122m 
for 1959. 

The White Paper points out that the total 
capital investment in 1957-58 by the elec 
tricity supply industry in England and Wales 


was £240.2m., or £5m. more than the 
estimate in last year’s White Paper. The 
programme of expenditure approved for 


1958-59 was £239m., subsequently increased 
to £241.3m.; actual capital expenditure was 
estimated to have been £258.5m. The pro 
gramme in England and Wales for 1959-60 
included £117.Sm. for conventional 
generating stations (£106.5m. estimated in 
1958-59), £57m. for nuclear power stations 
(£38m. estimated for 1958-59) and £95m. is 
to be spent on distribution compared with 
£82.7m. in 1958-59 

Expenditure in 1958-59 included progress 
payments on the first three of the Central 
Electricity Generating Board’s nuclear powe: 
stations at Bradwell, Berkeley and Hinkley 
Point, and the cost of preliminary works at 
their fourth station at Trawsfyndd, expendi 
ture on the main works for which would 
not begin to be incurred until 1959-60 
Expenditure on conventional _ stations 
included work done on plant brought into 
commission in the period, and work in hand 
on further power stations and extensions to 
be brought into commission later. 


Expenditure . approved for 1959-60 
included provision for payments on conven 
tional stations at a higher rate than in past 
years owing to a general speeding up of 
work in progress. Payments in respect of 
nuclear stations under construction would 
reach their peak during the year. Unde: 
distribution, expenditure of £46m. had 
been approved in 1959-60 for workshops, 


depots, stores, garages and offices, com 
pared with £2.6m. in 1958-59. 
The North of Scotland Hydro-Electric 


Board’s proposed expenditure of £15.4m 
in 1959 was mainly for hydro-electric 
generating schemes at present in hand but 
included provision for schemes which had 
been authorised or were being promoted. 
The South of Scotland Electricity Board's 
proposed expenditure on generation in 1959 
was almost wholly accounted for by the 
nuclear station at Hunterston and their coal- 
fired station at Kincardine.

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BUILDING IN THE CITY 
Court of Common Council Uphold 
Principle of Overhead Walk-ways 


HE question of overhead walk-ways on 

a proposed new building forced a Divi- 
sion of the Court of Common Council of 
the City of London at their meeting on 
Apmil 9. 

It arose in the report of the Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee which 
recommended approval of an outline appli- 
cation for the erection of a new building for 
use as offices, with shops and licensed 
premises, on a Wood-street site. 

Sir Sipney Fox protested against two of 
the conditions governing the development. 
They were: The roof slab above the project 
ing ground fleor must be designed to form 
part of a continuous system of public 
pedestrian ways connecting the various build 
ings in the Comprehensive Development 
Area, and provision for an entrance or 
entrances to serve the whole building must 
be provided at such upper level and the 
points of access to the pedestrian area in the 
form of ramps and staircases from street 
and open space level and from underground 
car parks, both public and private, and the 
provisions for abutments of connecting 
bridges shall be as determined by the Cor- 
poration; and, no shops may be provided 
at ground level nor any access, either pedes- 
trian or vehicular, be provided from Route 
11. 

Sir Sidney said that for the past two or 
three years several attempts had been made 
by various members of the Court to bring 
forward for discussion the question of over- 
head walk-ways. But although it had been 
raised on several occasions the Improvements 
and Town Planning Committee had con- 
sistently avoided the issue. 


Lack of Information 


The question had neyer been before the 
Court as a matter of policy. He thought the 
Committee had a great deal of information 
and various reports on the subject, but 
neither the information nor the reports had 
been brought to members’ notice. 

At a recent conference between the com 
mittees concerned it was agreed to defer the 
question of overhead walk-ways until the 
Barbican Committee’s report was received. 

‘I don’t know why they wanted to wait 
for that because in my opinion the matter 
could be considered as a point of policy, 
Sir Sidney added. In other words a truce 
had been arranged. He hoped the Court 
would reject the recommendation. 

‘If this goes through.’ he continued, ‘ we 
shall ultimately be told: “ Well, it’s too late. 
You are irrevocably committed to this prin- 
ciple ’—a principle upon which this Court 
has never been given any information and 
has never had the opportunity of discussing.” 

Mr. C. R. WHITTINGTON opposed Sir 
Sidney’s amendment to refer the matter back 
to the Improvements Committee for further 
consideration, and said that to hold up an 
important developer now because it was an 
occasion to sort out the Corporation's own 
workings would be foolish and wrong. 

Mr. A. H. TEUTEN said it must not be 
forgotten that the Court had agreed to walk 


ways in respect of eight or nine operations 
and to refuse this one would create great 
hardship to the developer. To prevent the 
developer from getting on would not be fair 
to him or the Committee. 

Mr. B. G. ARTHUR, chairman of the 
Improvements Committee, said that the com- 
plaints by those members who did not favour 
high level walk-ways was that the Court, in 
1956, was not fully informed by way of a 
printed report and not informed on the 
question of cost. 

Although both points were correct, he 
asked the Court to believe that his com- 
mittee were not at all in ignorance of the 
arguments both for and against produced by 
the City Engineer and Planning Officer. 


LCC’s Attitude 


Both did their duty admirably, and the 
committee subscribed to the requests of Lon- 
don County Council that that particular con- 
dition should be imposed. 

It was made quite clear to the committee 
that there was no likelihood of the LCC 
agreeing to any permission without such a 
condition. 

Those who were now asking the Court 
not to adopt a consistent policy were pro- 
posing to alter a course of action before the 
Court had been properly informed of the 
reports the committee had received and the 
conclusions the committee might wish to 
reach. 

The Committee had all the reports it 
wanted except that of the Barbican Commit- 
tee. His committee had shown every desire 
to deal with the matter with due regard to 
the feelings of those who did not like the 
principle of walk-ways. 

The LCC was strongly in favour of the 
principle of walk-ways. Was it right, asked 
Mr. Arthur, that the Court at the moment 
should proceed quite arbitrarily to take uni- 
lateral action? He suggested it was not right. 

After it had been announced that the 
amendment had been lost after a show of 
hands, a Division was demanded. After 
wards the amendment was again declared 
lost. 

Further amendments asking for considera- 
tion of the Committee’s report to be 
adjourned until the next meeting of the 
Court and that all reports on walk-ways be 
circulated to members at once were defeated. 

Mr. E. F. Witkins, chairman of the Barbi- 
can Committee, said there was every con- 
fidence that the report of his committee 
would be available within the next few 
weeks. 

*I think we might well wait for the report 
to be included with the others, when this 
whole matter will obviously come up for 
further consideration.’

Thames-side Car Park Refused 


Mr. D. G. Mutts, chairman of the 
Streets Committee, was asked by a member 
for information in connection with the 
scheme for providing a multi-storey car park 
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in Upper Thames-street, near London Bridge, 
which the Court had instructed to be pro- 
vided. 

He replied that the City Engineer had been 
informed by the LOC that permission had 
been refused on the grounds that the pro- 
posed exclusive use of this site for car park- 
ing would have no connection whatever with 
the river and would not therefore accord 
with the intentions of the development 
planned in which the land was zoned for 
waterside commerce. 

The LCC said that the type of building 
proposed, in isolation, on the site would be 
likely to result in unsatisfactory appearance 
from the river and prejudice proper re- 
development of the riverside from Old 
Swan Stairs westward to Cannon-street 
Station. 


They considered that if the site was to 
be used for car parking, development should 
be so arranged that vehicles were accom- 
modated beneath the podium, the roof of 
which would serve as a riverside terrace for 
public use, and any higher building which 
might be proposed should be on the Upper 
Thames-street frontage.

DIRECT LABOUR 


£1,216,972 Tender Accepted by 
Birmingham Corporation 


FTER reservations had been expressed 

by some Conservative members, 
Birmingham Education Committee on April 
7 accepted the £1,216,972 tender of the Cor- 
poration’s direct labour building department 
for erecting the third portion of the first 
instalment of the College of Advanced Tech- 
nology at Gosta Green. The contract is sub- 
ject to the approval of the Minister of Edu- 
cation. 

CiLr. Vicror Turton, chairman of the 
sites and buildings sub-committee, said the 
tender was £9,600 lower than the next lowest 
tender. The gross figure included almost 
£970,000 worth of sub-contract work, which 
meant that the department would have actual 
responsibility for only about £250,000 worth. 


At present the contract was running at 
£250,000 more than allowed by the Ministry. 
It appeared, however, that sub-contract work 
would enable savings of £150,000 to be made, 
so that the final figure would probably be 
close to the £3,303,000 agreed by the City 
Council for the first instalment. 


Cir. F, D. T. Hatt, leader of the Con- 
servative group on the committee, questioned 
the ability of the department to carry out 
the contract and was told that it had satis- 
factorily built eight-storey flats for the house 
building department. On the question of 
price, the department was restricted to charg- 
ing at cost, which meant that if it exceeded 
the tender a surcharge would be borne by 
the education committee. 

The Conservative group, after considering 
the alternatives of opposing or abstaining, 
had voted in favour, although under protest, 
to accept the tender. 

Sin WILFRED MArTINEAU sought elucida- 
tion on the risk of the education committee 
being surcharged if the department exceeded 
the tender price, and ALDERMAN G. CORBYN 
BARROW pointed out that, conversely, if the 
department made a saving on the tender, 
the education committee would benefit. 


Cir. Turton said the department had 
done two small jobs for the education com 
mittee. On one of £10,000 there had been a 
surcharge of £28. On the other of £5,000 
the committee made a profit of £245. 


Lincoln Department Criticised 


Activities of the direct labour department 
of Lincoln City Council were causing con- 
cern to his committee, said Mr. R. C. 
TURNER, president of the Lincoln and Dis- 
trict Association of Building Trades 
Employers, at the Association's annual 
general meeting in the Guildhall, Lincoln. 

Mr. Turner criticised the methods of the 
department in preparing final accounts with- 
out the assistance of a quantity surveyor, 
and said that the effect of this was that no 
reliable cost figures were available. 

Speaking nationally, he said it was diffi- 
cult to obtain reliable cost figures of direct 
labour departments, but the Government had 
recently issued figures which showed that 
the output of tradesmen working for the 
direct labour departments employed by the 
Government itself was £485 per year, as 
compared with £654 per year for men 
employed by private contractors. 


Mr. Turner was confident that a similar 
disparity in figures wouid be apparent 
between private contractors and local coun- 
cils. 

Mr. Turner was re-elected president, Mr 
H. H. Barker was re-elected vice-president, 
and Mr. A. Turner hon. treasurer of the 
Association. 


Absence of Competition in Road 
Works Criticised 


ROAD maintenance, improvements and 
similar work costing millions of pounds is 
being carried out by some local authorities 
without the safeguards of competition. Con- 
tractors should have equal opportunity to 
compete for such schemes and were confident 


that they could carry out work more 
economically and more efficiently than 
direct labour departments. Mr E. C. Beck, 


chairman of the Federation of Civil Engin- 
eering Contractors, said this on April 3. 


He was speaking at Bournemouth on the 
occasion of the annual general meeting of 
the Federation’s section covering the South- 
Western area, where, he remarked, there was 
too little work and, of what there was, a 
large proportion was done by direct labour. 


Mr. Beck added that the road, railway and 
other programmes announced by the Gov- 
ernment unfortunately had little effect in the 
South-Western part of the country, but he 
expressed the hope that the various relaxa- 
tions announced by the Government, includ- 
ing the recent cut in local authority interest 
rates, would stimulate an interest in local 
authority schemes. Interest rates were, in 
the view of Mr. Beck, the main stumbling 
block to the release of schemes now on the 
drawing board, and he hoped that the down- 
ward trend would be continued as soon as 
the Government felt this was possible.

“OVERSEAS BUILDING 


From Our Own Correspondents 


BERMUDA,—-Plans have been announced 
for the construction of a new five-storey 
apartment-style guest house—The Ritz in 
Hamilton, Bermuda. Work will start by the 
end of the year. 

Following typical Bermuda-style archi- 
tectural lines, the new building will be 75 ft. 
long, 42 ft. wide and 52 ft. high, making it 
one of the tallest structures in Hamilton.
